DECLINATION OF DR. ALSOP. 

WE exeeedingly regret the necessity of recording the declination of the 
Rev. Reese F. Alsop, D.D., of his election to the General Secretaryship. His 
letter giving his reasons will be found, printed in full, in the Abstract of Pro- 
ceedings, on page 272. 


THE REV. HOONG NIOK WOO.* 


Hoone Niox Woo was connected with our mission boarding-school in 1850, 
and was among the twenty boys whom Bishop Boone placed in charge of Miss 
Fay upon her arrival in the mission. For several years he remained under her 
instruction, and was considered a patient, studious pupil, In the course of 
time a change was made in the administration of the school, and a new teacher 
was placed in charge. Some of the more advanced boys were promoted into a 
higher grade under the new teacher. Among the number promoted was Hoong 
Niok, as he was then called. This change, however, proved disastrous, as one 
boy after another took refuge in running away. Miss Fay, upon going to her 
class-room one morning, saw a slate lying upon her desk, on which was written : 
<“ Now, dear Miss Fay, I run away like other boys. Superintendent says I am 
dunce. I think I stupid. Igo. Your affectionate Hoong Niok.” 

For several years he kept away from the school, and did not return until a 
change occurred in the management. The superintendent resigned and re- 
turned to America, and the charge of the school reverted again to the ladies. 
This fact becoming known, several of the boys who had run away came back, 
among them Hoong Niok, and asked that they might be received again into the 
school ; but Bishop Boone refused to admit them, not thinking it expedient. 
Some of the boys then sought employment in the city, which they easily found, 
because of their knowledge of the English language. Others secured positions 
as stewards upon an American man-of-war then lying in the harbor and about 
to leave for America. Hoong Niok was among the number who sailed with the 
ship. 

We have made a special effort to learn about Mr. Woo’s life in this country, 
and, at considerable pains the Rev. Percy J. Robottom, rector of St. James’s 
Parish, Lancaster, Pennsylvania, has gathered the following information for us: 

The late John S, Messersmith, m.p. (who afterward became Medical Director

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of the United States Navy), when attached to the U. S. man-of-war ‘‘ Missis- 
sippi,” under Captain Buchanan, with the expedition of Commodore Perry to 
Japan, took ‘‘ Hoong” with him to his home in Lancaster and apprenticed him 
to a local paper, The Hzaminer. In this position he served faithfully for seven 
years. Bishop Bowman, then rector, was wonderfully interested in him, and 
he was a most devout member of St, James’s Parish and a very regular attendant 


upon the services. He became a naturalized citizen and during the Civil War ~ 


joined an emergency regiment, the 50th Pennsylvania Militia, in which he 
served three months. Mrs Messersmith, the widow of the surgeon, speaks very 
enthusiastically of ‘‘ Hoong,” laying stress on his ‘‘unique ability, sterling 
honesty, and his appreciative qualities.” 

In a private letter written to a friend in Lancaster at the close of last year 
Mr. Woo says: ; 


“‘T am the only naturalized Chinese citizen in Lancaster. There were two 
Chinese in the army in the Civil War, one serving in the Southern army and 
myself in the Northern; now both of us are serving in the greatest and noblest 
army of Christ, fighting for the last twenty-five years or more against Satan and 
the darkness of superstition and the greatest heathenism on the globe.” 


After eight years’ residence in this country, Hoong Niok longed to return 
to his native land. He set sail and arrived in Shanghai just after the death of 
Bishop Boone The Rev. E. H. Thomson, who was in the mission, and who was 
well known to Hoong Niok, was sought and applied to for work. Not having 
the means to pay him, Mr. Thomson was obliged to let him go, much to his 
regret. So Hoong Niok engaged himself as an interpreter in an English 
establishment where Chinese workmen were employed. In the meantime he 
attended regularly the Sunday services of the mission, and under the guidance 
of the Holy Spirit was led to seek for Orders. He at once began a course of 
studies under Mr. Thomson, to which he devoted himself with great zeal and 
earnestness. On March 1st, 1866, he joined the mission and devoted his whole 
time to its interests. 

He developed a strong liking for the theory and practice of medicine, 
nursing and caring for the sick. When Mr. Thomson projected the plan of 
establishing a hospital in Shanghai in 1868, Hoong Niok was at once interested. 
Dr. McGowan, an American physician then living in Shanghai, took a great 
fancy to him, and cheerfully gave him instruction in medicine, loaned him 
books to study, and often took him upon visits to patients. In this way he 
became after a while so expert in the names and uses of drugs, and in treat- 
ing the ordinary diseases of the people, that Dr. McGowan often trusted him to 
administer medicine to them during his absence. This was the beginning of our 
present hospital work in Shanghai. So efficient did Hoong Niok become that 
he often assisted in difficult surgical operations and performed simpler ones 
himself. Under Bishop Williams, he was admitted candidate for Holy Orders in 
1868, and studied zealously under the Rey. Mr. Thomson, and afterward under 
the Rev. Dr. Nelson and the Bishop. He devoted much time to the native mis- 
sion schools that were under his charge, and made addresses several times a week 
at the different preaching stations. On May 1st, 1873, the Feast of St. Philip 
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and St. James, Hoong Niok Woo was admitted to the Order of Deacons. 
Mr. Woo had been a candidate for five years. For three years before his ordina- 
tion he was thoroughly examined in the Old Testament, the New Testament, 
the Prayer Book, and the Articles of Religion, by the Bishop and the Rev. 
Messrs. Thomson, Nelson, and Wong. The Rev. Mr. Woo was’placed in charge 
of St. Paul’s Chapel at Kong wan, then a town of 30,000 inhabitants, four miles 
from Shanghai, For seven years Mr. Woo labored at this station with great 
zeal and enthusiasm. A new church edifice was erected soon after his entering 
upon the work, and many persons were baptized and confirmed. 

On May 25th, 1880, he was advanced to the Priesthood, in the temporary 
chapel of St. John’s College, by the Right Rev. Dr. Schereschewsky, then Mis- 
_sionary Bishop of Shanghai. Mr, Woo still continued his charge of St. Paul’s 
at Kong-wan, but kept extending the sphere of his labors until work was estab- 
lished at seven out-stations, which he constantly supervised, with the aid he re- 
ceived from Deacons and catechists associated with him. During the building 
of St. Luke’s Hospital in 1883, Mr. Woo was especially active in eliciting large 
contributions from the Chinese with which to carry on the work. In 1885 he 
was appointed chaplain of St. Luke’s. He has also been successful in estab- 
lishing dispensaries in several places, a work which his ripe experience particu- 
larly qualified him for. In every department of missionary work—in building 
and equipping churches, chapels, schools, hospitals and dispensaries, in preach 
ing the Gospel, or teaching the young, or caring for the sick and the dying— 
this noble servant of God has been faithful, in season and out of season, 
ever holding forth the blessed Gospel of Jesus Christ to the people of his own 
country, many of whom, with him, are to-day rejoicing in the liberty of the 
children of God. 

Mr. Woo is still in charge of St. Paul’s, Kong wan, with seven other places. 
He is assisted by two Deacons, the Rev. T. M. Chang and the Rev. T. L. Wa, 


GOD’S WAYS. 


In this present age of hurry and bustle, of excessive activity, of rapid 
transit, and desire for quick results—in a word, when everything seems to be 
made subservient to a law of high pressure that electrifies into abnormal speed 
and momentum, we are very apt to be gathered into the whirl of this sweeping 
maelstrom, and to look upon the work of missions from the point of view of 
this unusual and overwrought tension. The spirit of the age has seized upon 
things spiritual as well as upon things temporal, and the cry is beginning to 
be heard: “‘The progress of missions is so slow. Despite the expenditure in 
money and labor, the converts are scarcely appreciable amid the enveloping 
heathenism.” The contributors to the cause of missions are again and again 
asking the questions: ‘“‘ Why are the returns so slow in coming in? Why do 
we not have quicker results? Why is the progress so limited ?” 

A little calm reflection, however, will show that all this push, and tear, and 
bustle, and rapid strides, and eagerness for quick results, is not in accordance 
with God’s ways of working. In the material universe the most powerful forces 
are those that work quietly and unobserved, and which produce results without 
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any startling manifestations of the modus operandi. It has been well said that 
the cataclysms of nature are prepared for by long periods of unnoticed and ac- 
cumulative changes, and the gradual and regular operations of fixed laws have 
brought about those successive transformations by which the earth has come to 
its present condition. The developing history of the world in all its depart- 
ments has been one of gradual evolution from one stage to another, and by 
processes that have defied the most diligent students to detinitely determine the 
point where the process began or when it merged into the widening sphere of 
its developing ministry. The social, political, and moral upheavals that have 
created epochs in the world’s history have not been the result of any spontane- 
ous growth or sudden outbursts of human passions, but the gradual, silent, irre- 
sistible march of accumulating forces that no power in heaven or upon earth 
could stay. Certain philosophers, while recognizing this stupendous factor in 
the evolutions of human experience, and not wishing to ascribe the cause to any 
supernatural agency, tell us that this is only the law of the survival of the fittest. 
Let it thus be so called; there is this to be observed, however, that this law works 
unostentatiously, without attracting attention to the processes at work or moy- 
ing at gigantic strides in its mighty efforts to reach the goal. 

In the spiritual realm this same law is operative. God’s laws are the same 
everywhere. He pursues the same methods of procedure in the spiritual as well 
as in the physical universe. The Kingdom of God cometh not with observa- 
tion, said the greatest of all philosophers—a saying that has found its fullest 
indorsement in the experience of all men. It has been like the leaven put in 
the meal, working unseen, yet all the while leavening the whole lump. 

There was nothing so universally despised, so unpopular, so hopeless, as the 
Christian religion during the nascent period of its life. It was spurned by the 
rulers of the nations, by men of letters and influence, and only held sacred by 
a small band of unlearned Galileans, whom all were taught to despise. Yet, 
notwithstanding this, these same despised Galileans have become immortal, 
the Christian religion has arisen out of its obscurity and ignominy and has been 
placed upon the throne of all civilized nations. This has not been due to any 
mighty stroke of Omnipotence, neither to any sudden change in the disposi- 
tion of men, nor to any political movement or upheaval; nay, but to that hidden 
force that was planted by the power of the resurrection of Jesus Christ and 
that has gone forth leavening the whole world. 

In regard to missions, we will find that in the work among the heathen 
God’s ways are seen to be similar to those we find everywhere in the universe. 
As has well been said: ‘It is the still, small voice of faithful teaching, of wit- 
nessing for God; it is the work that is carried on persistently, out of sight, and 
unnoticed and disregarded often by those who fill the public eye, and who seem 
to be moulding the future, which, after all, counts for most in the working out 
of God’s plans.” Less than one hundred years ago there was not a Christian 
Church in China or in Africa, or in the isles of the sea.. The heathen knew 
not God, or the Gospel of His Son. To-day the Christian Church is lifting its 
cross-crowned spire into the skies of these heathen countries, and holds in her 
communion thousands and tens of thousands of native converts. Looking back 
upon the past we can see the great changes that have taken place, but they have 
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all come slowly, little by little, advancing by almost imperceptible steps, despite 
the seeming predominance of sin, and continuance of Satanic power over men. 
It is not by might nor by power, but by the Spirit of God, the evangelization of 
the world is to be brought about. It is not the seen, but the unseen forces 
which figure in the consummation of this mighty work. We are to walk by 
faith, and not by sight. We are to trust God’s ways, and not our own. Ours is 
not to question why, but to do and die, remembering always that the law of 
growth and development in the spiritual as well as in the material universe is 
first the blade, then the ear, then the full corn in the ear.

On the 26th of April (the day our last number went to press), there was at- 
tached to the wall of the sanctuary of our Chapel a tablet bearing the following 
inscription : ‘‘To the Glory of God and in Loving Memory of the Rev. William 
Spaight Langford, D.p. This tablet is placed by order of the Board of Managers of 
the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
to record the fact that to the forethought and energy of the late General Secretary 
are chiefly due the inception and completion of the Church Missions House.” 


AT the time of the Diocesan Convention this month the Right Rev. Henry 
Benjamin Whipple, D.D., LL.D., Bishop of Minnesota, celebrates the fortieth year of 
his consecration to the Episcopate. He arrived in New York on the 20th ultimo, 
after most successfully representing this Society at the centenary of the Church 
Missionary Society of England. Several of the Bishops assured him that his setting 
forth of the position of the Jaymen in this Church came to them as a revelation. 
He had a number of invitations, which his limited time prevented him from ac- 
cepting, to lay this important matter before gatherings of the English clergy in 
July and August.

BisHoP and Mrs. Kinsolving sailed for Brazil via England on May 4th. On 
the afternoon and evening of the first there was a largely attended reception for 
them, given by the Executive Committee of the American Church Missionary £o- 
ciety in the Board and Committee Rooms of the Church Missions House. 


THE Right Rev. Dr. Moreland has informed us that in October next he will 
remove to Sacramento, where in the same month a convocation of the Missionary 
District will be held. 


Mrs. GrorGE B. Pratt and her adopted daughter, Miss Thorington, by the 
courtesy of the Quartermaster’s Department were afforded free transportation. 
They sailed from Brooklyn by the United States steamer ‘‘ McPherson,” on May 
24th, to join Mr. Pratt in San Juan, Porto Rico. They received the Holy Com- 
munion in the Church Missions House Chapel on Tuesday in Whitsun-week. 


WE are indebted to Mr. F. C. Cooper for a number of excellent photographs 
taken by himself, which we hope to use from time to time to illustrate our mission 
work in China. He characterizes:them as ‘‘a few of my recent snap shots.” 
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OnE of the very largest Sunday-school offerings received this year relatively 
is that which came a few days ago from the Liberian and native African children 
at Bassa. The amount was $50. The number last reported in the Sunday-schools 
there was sixty-six. Saying this, we are moved also to call attention to the report 
of offerings from Indians by the Rev. John Robinson, of Sisseton Agency, which 
will be found beyond under the caption ‘‘ Missionary Intelligence.” 


In sending a Sunday-school Lenten contribution of $18 from Wadsworth, 
Nevada, the Bishop of Sacramento writes : ‘‘I think you will regard this a gener- 
ous offering, considering the financial condition of the givers, and it is rendered 
more truly valuable in the sight of our risen Lord from the fact that many of the 
Indian children made an effort to earn the money for their pyramids. The boys 
made arrowheads and the girls little moccasins, and sold them to the whites. The 
loving spirit which they showed is the result of the faithful training of their de- 
voted friend and teacher, Miss Marion Taylor.” 


THE Treasurer’s department has called our attention to another offering as 
among those considered remarkable. St. Matthew’s Sunday-school, San Mateo, 
California, last year gave through the pyramids $13.69. The highest amount, 
they say, that they had ever given in a previous year was $25.56. This year they 
remitted from eighteen boxes $49.87. The rector writes: ‘‘I feel certain that we 
shall never go behind this record again.”’ 


SUNDAY-SCHOOL AUXILIARY MEETING. 


WE are informed that the Sunday-schools composing the Auxiliary of the Dio- 
cese of Pennsylvania held their first annual meeting on the 29th of April. The 
Bishop and other clergy, upon entering the chancel of Holy Trinity Church, were 
greeted by a sea of bright, upturned faces. Some 120 schools were represented. 
The hymns—253, 250, 254, 249 and 261—were sung with great vigor, awakening 
much enthusiasm in the older ones present. Bishop Whitaker presided, and intro- 
duced the Rey. Floyd W. Tomkins, who spoke to the children from the words, ‘‘ The 
Lord loveth a cheerful giver.” 

After alluding to the beauty of the sight before him, Mr. Tomkins said that 
their happy faces were the result of their having given cheerfully to God; and that 
if the Lord were visibly present we would give Him our very best. He also showed 
the difference in God’s sight between the pennies given by their parents to them as 
an Offering for missions, and those which were the fruit of self-denial, or of their own 
earnings, classing the one as a copper penny, the other a golden one; then told how 
all should give lovingly, believingly, to hasten the coming of the Kingdom of God 
in the hearts of the heathen to whom, by their offerings, the knowledge of the 
Blessed Saviour might be carried. 

At the close of Mr. Tomkins’s address the offerings were received, and presented, 
then taken into another room and counted. While this was being done Bishop 


Whitaker endorsed all that had been said, and told the children that this first an-. 


nual meeting was the result of the resolution passed by the General Convention, 
growing out of the offering of the Sunday- schools of more than $81,000 in Lent last 
year. He then announced from their first annual report that the schools of the dio- 
cese had given altogether during the year, so far reported, $20,334.86; and closed 
by saying that the offering at this service was $15,917.11, or $4,000 more than was 
presefited at the meeting of the Junior Auxiliary last year. 
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CERTIFICATES. 


, When Mr. George C. Thomas, Treasurer of the Domestic and Foreign Mission- 
ary Society, was at the Church Missions House, New York, attending the April 
meeting of the Board of Managers, he noticed a letter from a church in the Diocese 
of Central Pennsylvania, asking if it would be possible to send some certificate to 
each school which contributes to the Lenten offerings and thus becomes a mem- 
ber of the Sunday-school Auxiliary to the Board of Missions. Mr. Thomas thought 
the idea a most excellent one, and, after consultation with the Associate Secretary, 
immediately directed that a certificate be prepared, which has been adopted in form 
as follows:

‘* Resolved: That in view of the great interest shown in the missionary work 
of the Church by so many of the officers, teachers and scholars of the Sunday- 
schools, especially in the Lenten Offering for Missions, which has culminated this 
year in presenting over $81,000 as a memorial of the late General Secretary, and 
which passed into the treasurer’s hands without any special designations of conse- 
quence, the Board of Missions hereby recognizes all schools contributing to the 
Lenten Offering as the Sunday-school Auxiliary to the Board of Missions.” 
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Treasurer. 


Prior to his departure for Europe, Mr. Thomas signed about 1,000 of these cer- 
tificates. During Mr. Thomas’s absence the additional certificates needed will have 
the signature of the Assistant Treasurer. The certificates will be dispatched to the 
schools as speedily as the great number of them will permit. 


BOAT NEEDED FOR LIBERIA. 


By direction of the Board of Managers we publish here a letter recently re- 
ceived from the Bishop of Cape Palmas asking contributions for a steam vessel. 

The need is recognized as an important one. In Liberia there is no public 
means of conveyance from point to point, and the Bishop is altogether dependent 
upon steamers passing up and down the coast, which frequently call at only one or 
two points in the Republic, and it is not known beforehand what ports any partic- 
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ular steamer is likely to make. This involves great irregularity in communication 
and much loss of valuable time to the Bishop. The matter has been under con- 
sideration for a great while, and it is felt by the members of the Africa Committee 
of the Board that the appeal should not be longer delayed. The Bishop writes: 


Returning to Monrovia from a visit to the southern part of the jurisdiction on 
Tuesday before Easter, my next desire was to get to Cape Mount station for the 
remaining days of Holy Week and Easter. My anxiety was intensified by the 
fact that there is no clergyman there to administer the Sacraments and perform 
other pastoral duties; besides, it was necessary that I should inspect the buildings 
that are in course of erection, one of which was started during my last visit in 
January. But fifty miles of ocean stood between that much desired station and 
myself. Last Easter I was able to charter a boat belonging to a firm here for the 
purpose and at other times since, but it has been sold and taken away from Liberia, 
and there is not another to be had. Now I have to take my chances on the Eng- 
lish or German steamers as I can get them, with no certainty at any time as to 
going or returning. In the present instance, fortunately, one came here which 
would also call at Cape Mount. I therefore took passage and arrived there on 
Good Friday morning, in time to conduct two services that day and several subse- 
quently, including four on Easter Day, when both Sacraments were administered. 
My arrival wasa great relief to the teachers, who feared that they would have to 
spend the queen of Church festivals without a clergyman. 

i So important is that station, where 150 pupils are being trained by seven 

teachers, and where three large stone buildings are being erected at the present 
time, that I should be in possession of the facility of visiting there as often as may 
be necessary—at least once a month in the dry season—and not be left to take the 
chance of doing so at haphazard. If asmall boat were furnished me, I might not 
only make regular visits to Cape Mount, but also use it in visiting the stations on 
the St. Paul’s river, and even go to Bassa, if not further, occasionally. 

There is a company in Germany that make ‘‘ petroleum motor-boats”’ which are 
well adapted to our use here and are not expensive to keep up. Four thousand 
dollars would purchase one that would fully meet our requirements; but if it is 
impossible to raise so much, we shall content ourselves with one of a smaller size, 
say, ata cost of $2,500. The latter would be quite small and entirely open, while 
the other would have a little cabin to afford protection in inclement weather. 
When the dangers of the sea are considered, the larger boat would be found quite 
small enough to risk one’s life or health in; but if it cannot be had, I am willing to 
trust God in the other as well. 

Will you please make it known that the need is urgent and solicit contribu- 
tions toward it? Mercantile companies are sending boats to Africa for the use of 
their agents in the interest of their business. Surely Churchpeople will be as ready 
to contribute toward the advancement of Christ’s Kingdom in this land as the 
merchants are to seek worldly gain.

CENTENARY OF THE CHURCH MISSIONARY SOCIETY OF ENGLAND. 


CENTENARY services and sermons were begun on Sunday, April 9th. Sermons 
were preached by distinguished Bishops and leading clergymen. 

Monday, April 16th, the Holy Communion was celebrated at 11 a.m., at St. 
Bride’s Church, the Rev. Herbert James, preacher. In the afternoon a meeting 
for Confession and Thanksgiving, in Lower Exeter Hall. An address by Canon 
Garratt; the Bishop of Liverpool presided. : 

In the evening there was a grand service at St. Paul’s Cathedral, the sermon 
preached by the most Rev. the Archbishop of Canterbury. The Bishop of Minne- 
sota was there as representative of the Church in the United States. 

Tuesday, April 11th, was the day for review of C. M.S. Missions. Chairman, 
the Right Rev. the Bishop of Durham. Address on The Successive Advances of the 
C. M.S. into the lands where its Missions have been Established, the Ven. Arch- 
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deacon Long. Address on the Beginning of the Persian Mission, the Rev. Canon 
Bruce, D.D. On the Beginning of the Japan Mission, the Rev. G. Ensor, m.a. The 
Beginning of the Uganda Mission, the Rev. ©. T. Wilson, M.A., F.R.G.S. 

Wednesday, April 12th, was the centenary of the Church Missionary Society. 
A breakfast was given in the Society’s birthplace, the Castle and Falcon Hotel, 
where the founders gathered on April 12th, 1799. The Rev. H. E. Fox, Honorary 
Secretary, presided. The most conspicuous figure in the interesting assembly was 
that of the Bishop of Minnesota, whose presence is always an inspiration and a 
benediction. 

At 11 o’clock, a great meeting was held in Exeter Hall at which over four 
thousand men were present—Bishops, clergymen, laymen and guests from foreign 
lands. Sir John Kennaway presided. Among those on the platform were the 
Bishops of Carlisle, Exeter, Newcastle, Bath and Wells, Sierra Leone, the Bishop- 
Designate of Mombasa, Bishops of Marsden, Royston and Ingham, Lord Cranborne, 

'M.P., Sir Richard Temple, Sir Henry Bemrose, m.p., Sir Charles Elliott, Sir George 
Williams, Colonel B. Williams, m.pP., General T. Hutchinson, General Brownlow, 
General Robinson, and Mr. J. K. Wingfield-Digby, m.p. 

The Rev. H. E. Fox said that a large number of telegrams and letters had been 
received from India, China, Japan, Australia, New Zealand, Germany, France, 
Sweden and Switzerland ; from organizations at home and abroad. Sir John Ken- 
naway read letters of sympathy from Prince Oscar, of Sweden, the Lord Chancellor, 
the Earl of Harrowby, Viscount Wolseley, Lord Roberts, the Prime Minister and 
others. After a speech from Sir John Kennaway, the Archbishop of Canterbury 
spoke in answer to resolution number one: That the Church Missionary Society 
would record their humble thanks to God for His goodness manifested to the So- 
ciety during the hundred years; for the victories won for Christ; for the precious 
memories linked with the names of those who had given their lives for Christ ; and 
to give expression to the sympathy felt for missionaries in heathen lands. 

The key-note of the archbishop’s address, which was delivered with great force 
and earnestness, was his passionate love for missions. He said that the Society’s 
history had been marvellous, and great faith had been given to the founders when 
there seemed so much to prevent them from winning, That the list of their work- 
ers would almost fill up another eleventh chapter of Hebrews. If there were any 
slackness now, it would be a refusal to acknowledge what God had already done 
forthem. There was a great work to be done, not only in the mission field, but in 
the Church of England here (cheers), to convince men that the carrying forward 
of the Gospel message was an essential part of the ordinary Christian’s life 
(cheers). 

The Earl of Northbrook, Ex-Viceroy of India, and first Lord of the Admiralty, 
seconded the resolution, and dwelt upon the work which had been done in India, 
both by the British Government and missions. Between 1851 and 1890 the native 
Indian clergy had increased from twenty to 800; native lay-agents from 500 to 
3,500 ; Christian congregations from 250 to 5,000, and individual Christians from 
90,000 to 670,000. By the Queen’s proclamation the people had been told that the 
government was a Christian one, and its officers were free in their private capacity 
to give the utmost support to Christian missions. 

The motion having been carried, the Bishop of Minnesota arose, amid a storm 
of applause, the entire audience rising, and moved the second resolution, confessing 
sorrow and humiliation that the Church had not more earnestly fulfilled the Com- 
mand of all commands, and lamenting the unhappy divisions among Christian 
men, which retarded the coming of Christ’s Kingdom. After presenting, in a most 
graceful way, the greetings which he brought from the American Church, and pay- 
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ing a tribute to the ‘‘C.M.S.,” he went on to plead, with marvellous force and elo- 
quence, for Christian unity and the extension of missions. At almost every 
sentence he was answered by enthusiastic cheers. He said that he had no 
argument about missions. That the greatest Missionary in the world’s his- 
tory was Jesus Christ, and all that the infinite love of God could do 
for His suffering children was done when He gave Himself for them. 
If Christ was the Head of the Church, it was bound to be a missionary 
Church, and unless that, although her Orders were perfect, her ritual beautiful, 
like the Church of Sardis, it could be said of her, ‘‘Thou hast a name that thou 
livest, and art dead.” Referring to the ‘‘ unhappy divisions” spoken of in the reso- 
lution, he said that the things which separate Christians are not the questions 
which lie near the hearts of the people. That there had been times when some had 
held the delusion that when the New Jerusalem appeared it would represent their 
particular doctrinal opinions. The reunited Church would be a catholic Church, 
recognizing that narrowness, bitterness and strife were treason against its life. It 
would concede to its children the liberty which is its heritage. The ritual of the 
Church would be beautiful, but the fair linen of the Lamb’s bride would be the 
righteousness of the saints. Their sister Church in America was learning, in the 
spirit of Christ, to recognize all as brothers who were winning souls to Christ. 
When thousands were asking, not which faith they should hold, but whether 
they should hold any faith—when the Church was confronted with problems such 
as it had never had to face before—with envy and hatred between class and class; 
the destitution and sorrow of the poor—with multitudes in Christian lands to whom 
God is but a name—with eight hundred millions of men who have never heard 
that there is a Saviour—for the Church at such a time to be wrangling over rites 
and ceremonies, was a sight to make angels weep! (This was met with deafening 
cheers.) He said that the best and only cure for schisms was in consecrated lives 
banded{together for the world’s redemption ; in grappling for a brother’s life there 
would be no time to quarrel over shibboleths which many a poor soul could not 
speak. 

After the applause had subsided, Lord Cranborne, M.P., eldest son of the Prime 
Minister, arose, and moved the third resolution. He made an earnest speech in 
behalf of toleration between brethren, and for aggressive missionary work. He 
began by saying that he had no words to express the profound respect and admira- 
tion with which he had listened to the Bishop of Minnesota’s noble and grand ap- 
peal for charity and unity; that he had never been so moved as by the splendid 
catholicity of ideas, and that he was sure that he voiced the hearts of all who had 
listened to them in saying that the burning words would not be forgotten. He 
asked the meeting to pledge itself to the Christianity of British rule. He did not 
care what they might do in the countries they conquered, what secular colleges 
they might found, unless they carried with those institutions the definite teaching of 
Christianity they had done nothing at all (loud cheers). 

The Rey. H. E. Fox, in seconding the resolution, said that western civilization 
in India and Africa was making it impossible for the natives to believe in their own 
religions, and no greater wrong could be inflicted on a people than the destruction 
of its religion, if no religion were given to fill the vacant place. 

The Bishop of Newcastle closed the meeting with prayer. 

On Thursday, the 13th, another great meeting took place at Exeter Hall. The 
special subject for discussion was Church Missions Other than ‘‘C. M. 8.” The 
Bishop of Exeter presided. Sir John Kennaway read a letter of greeting from 
Count. Bernstorff. The chairman said that the keynote of the day’s meeting was 
“the unity of the spirit in the bond of peace.” 
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The Bishop of Newcastle said that in China the success achieved had been quite 
as much as could reasonably be expected, considering the deep-rooted prejudices of 
the people. The ‘“‘S. P. G.” was at work in the north, while the ‘‘C. M.9.” and 
the American Church Mission worked together in mid-China. He spoke at some 
length upon the missions in Japan, Burmah and Delhi. 

The Bishop of Minnesota was received with loud cheers. He spoke on Ameri- 
can missions, Foreign and Domestic. He said that the Church in the United States 
had organized its Missionary Society in 1832. That in 1833 they sent their first 
Missionary Bishop, Dr. Kemper, to the West, which was then a wilderness. He 
gave a most interesting account of the Missionary Bishops, and the missions in 
Foreign and Domestic fields under the care of eighty-five Bishops. One of the 
Church’s great problems is, how to deal with the multitude of peoples of all 
races, who flock to their country; of moulding these races of widely different re- 
ligious antecedents into one brotherhood. He mentioned a city in his diocese of 
200,000 people, 50,000 of whom were Scandinavians. He said that the office of 
Bishop was not created by canon, and one of the oldest Church rubrics is ‘‘ Do all 
things unto edifying.” That they had ordained Swedish Priests and permitted 
them to use the ritual of the Church of Sweden (prolonged cheers). That their last 
General Convention had authorized the action of the Diocese of Minnesota (again 
cheers). He said that the laity of the Church in the United States have a voice in 
all questions which affect the work of the Church. They have a representative in 
the parish, in the diocese, and in the National Council of the Church, and are the 
conservative element in the Church, sustaining the clergy in all aggressive work 
(loud cheers). He said that the strength of the Bishops of the Church in the 
United States is in the Fatherhood of their office. That to no one agency were their 
Bishops more deeply indebted than to the Woman’s Auxiliary to the Board of Mis- 
sions, their offering at their last triennial convention having been $82,000. He 
spoke of the Negro problem. To-day there are 1,460,000 black children in free 
schools; and, since 1870, the sixteen Southern States have expended one hundred 
millions of dollars for the education of the black race. He spoke of the North 
American Indians, for whom he had been permitted to work, and gave a few thrill- 
ing examples of Indian character. He said that where, forty years ago, the prairies 
and the forests of the Northwest rang with the murderous war-whoop, and the soil 
- ran red with the blood of the white man and the painted savages whom he had 
brought to a bitter depth of degradation by broken faith, the deadly fire-water and 
evil example, there could now be seen churches filled with redeemed Red men to 
whom the Bread of Life was being broken by their own full-blooded Indian clergy- 
men. In 1897, out of 250,000 Indians, not including Alaska, there were 23,574 
communicants of churches; 23,000 children in schools; 268 more births than deaths; 
348,218 acres of land cultivated by Indians; 1,716,918 bushels of grain were raised 
by them, and the value of products sold by them was $1,033,047. He said that 
there had been no failure in missions. That the only failure would be when a 
Christian nation would give heathen folk civilization without Christ (storm of ap- 
plause). 

The Bishop of Rochester highly eulogized the ‘‘ Universities’ Missions,” dwell- 
ing upon the Christ-like devotion and faith of their leaders. He spoke of the direct 
service of the mission to human progress. But that all the civilizing, moralizing 
results were not the heart of the matter: the real agent was spiritual power. 

The Bishop of Bath and Wells enlarged on work in Australia and Melanesia. 

Simultaneously with the Exeter Hall gatherings, great meetings were held in 
Queen’s Hall and Albert Hall. These inspiring and instructive gatherings were 
held morning, afternoon and evening, in each of the three halls, and they were all 
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crowded to overflowing; the addresses being given by distinguished Bishops and 
clergymen of the Church. 

The Right Reverend the Bishop of Minnesota was consecrated in 1859, and in 
point of service is the Senior Bishop, but one, of the entire Anglican communion. 
In 1871 the Archbishop of Canterbury offered him the Bishopric of Honolulu, 
which he declined. He is a recognized authority on all questions relating to the 
Indian tribes, and is known as ‘‘The Apostle to the Indians.” In 1888, he was the 
preacher of the opening sermon of the Lambeth Conference. In 1897, he acted as 
Presiding Bishop of the American Church, at the Lambeth Conference. 

The presence of the Bishop of Minnesota is always an occasion for rejoicing in 
England, where he is deeply beloved and revered. 


A DELIGHTFUL GATHERING. 


In connection with the Centenary a breakfast was given in a room on Alders- 
gate Street, where, a hundred years before, the first meeting of the Society was 
held. The number of the special friends and supporters of the Society who were 
invited was limited to a hundred, because of want of room. In an account of the 
meeting there is the following very interesting mention of Bishop Whipple and his 
address : 

‘*On either side of the Rev. H. E. Fox, the Hon. Secretary of the Society, sat a 
representative Bishop. On his right was the Bishop of Minnesota, whom Mr. Fox, 
in cordial and courteous terms, introduced to the assembled friends. Bishop Whip- 
ple is a striking man in appearance. He is very tall, thin, almost emaciated in fig- 
ure. His long hair hangs down his back and gives him a venerable, apostolic look. 
His face is almost eagle-like in its keenness. Noone could pass him by without 
wishing to know more about him. He told me that he was seventy-eight years of 
age, and in his all too short speech reminded us that he was in the fortieth year of 
his episcopate. He had delightful reminiscences to relate of Bishop Anderson, 
Archbishop Machray, and Archdeacon MacDonald, all of whom have done so much 
for the Red man. The whole assembly rose to greet him. Only to see and hear a 
brief speech from such a man repaid one well for having had to rise early in the 
morning after a peculiarly tiring, exciting day. It touched one’s heart to hear the 
venerable Bishop say: ‘I bring you the love, the heart-felt love, of the American 
Church.’ Cold print gives no true idea of the thrilling effect of the venerable Bish- 
op’s words: but they will, nevertheless, be read with the deepest interest. 

‘*We count as our own kin all who by your efforts have been led out of dark- 
ness to the light of Jesus Christ, and the names of your martyrs and heroes are 
household words with us. The history of your venerable Society has been a history 
of heroic patience, and I owe it a deep debt of gratitude. When, forty years ago, 
I was sent to be the first Bishop of the new State of Minnesota, I found there 20,000 
poor, wandering heathen folk, and I could never forget that it was Bishop Ander- 
son—of blessed memory—who came down and cheered his younger brother in the 
episcopate. When later my missions were destroyed, in that dark hour the story of 
that saintly man and of the work of God in Rupertsland came home to me with great 


power, and I learnt on bended knees that it is ‘ours to do the work and it is God’s . 


to give the harvest.’ Again, when all the Indians from the northern border to the 
' Gulf of Mexico banded together against the white man, Bishop Machray, ‘the great- 
est and grandest missionary of the Cross of Christ,’ came to me and-told me the 
story of Bishop Horden. Do you wonder, then, that for long years I have read 
every message published by your Missionary Society that tells of the coming of our 
King and His Kingdom?”—[Taken from the English Press.] 
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THE CENTURY’S PROGRESS. 


From Bishop Littlejohn’s Convention Address, 1899. 

REMARKABLE as are the examples of God’s pleading His own cause, another 
even more convincing and impressive challenges, our notice. I refer to what has 
been done in the nineteenth century to carry the Gospel to the ends of the earth 
and to the marvellous preparation of distant and unknown peoples to receive it. 
There is no chapter in the Church’s history in which God has so openly manifested 
His power in clearing a highway for His Word into the heart of unbelieving na- 
tions, as in the last hundred years. A Voice from the cloud has commanded, with 
an emphasis never before known, the Israel of God ‘‘to go forward” and to regard 
nothing less than the world as their field. That most pervading principle of Chris- 
tianity—its capacity to embrace all men and its innate striving to do so, after slum- 
bering for many generations, has been awakened to a wonderful life. TheChurch 
has always recognized the necessity of self-government and of self-support, but now 
with its broadened consciousness of duty it sees, as under a stronger light, that self- 
propagation is the essential condition of its life. It must move on, if it is to retain 
the power to move at all. Water ceases to run only when the frost has done its 
work. Fire, when it can no longer spread, dies down into ashes. And so the 
Church can be what God meant it to be only as it does what He meant it to do— 
““go into all the world and preach the Gospel to every creature.” It can scarcely 
be doubted that God’s pleading has uttered its most thrilling note on the mission- 
ary side of our religion; and were we tosum up ina single sentence His message 
to-day, to His ordained heralds, it would be, ‘‘He that is not ready to preach the 
Word of Life anywhere is fit to preach it nowhere.” If God’s pleading through 
missions has been the most earnest and mandatory form of it, so has it been the 
most effective. I may not here attempt to speak of results. They are only less than 
marvellous. Statistics cannot describe them. Every true convert in pagan lands 
is a new centre of light, helping to lessen the darkness which it cannot altogether 
dispel. To-day there are some two-and-a-half millions of such centres scattered among 
the benighted masses under the sway of utterly false or radically defective religions. 
It is impossible to measure their influence upon the surrounding life. The Sun of 
Righteousness is, indeed, still far below the horizon in the vast spaces of heathen- 
ism; but the mountain peaks that enclose them are now flecked with patches of 
color that proclaim the certainty of the approaching dawn. Enough has been done 
not only to prove the Gospel’s power of conquest in every land and over every type 
of man, from lowest to highest, but also the fact that this power is only a visible 
historic manifestation of the spiritual energy of God in Christ pleading with the 
world to be reconciled to Himself. 

“Arise, O God, and plead Thine own cause.” 


ABSTRACT OF PROCEEDINGS OF THE BOARD OF MANAGERS 
AT ITS STATED MEETING, TUESDAY, MAY 9TH, 1899. 


—TuE Board of Managers met at the Church Missions House on Tuesday, 
May 9th. The following elected members were present: The Bishops of Albany 
(Vice-President, in the chair), Pennsylvania, New Hampshire, West Virginia, New 
York and Nebraska, and the Bishop-Coadjutor of Rhode Island; the Rev. Drs. 
Hoffman, Eccleston, Smith, Shipman, Huntington, Brown, Greer, Vibbert, Anstice, 
Christian, and Perry; and Messrs. Low, King, Mills, Whitlock, Chauncey, Goodwin, 
Mansfield, and Thompson. The Bishops of Georgia and Michigan City, ex-officio 
members, were also present. 
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—A communication was received from the Rev. Dr. Reese F. Alsop, declining 
acceptance of the position of General Secretary, to which he was chosen the previ- 
ous month. Dr. Alsop’s letter is addressed to the Special Committee appointed to 
notify him, and is as follows: 

‘* After nearly a month given to the serious consideration of the subject, I am 
now prepared to make answer to your communication informing me that the Board 
of Managers had at its last meeting elected me General Secretary. No one could 
estimate more highly than do I the importance of the position and the wideness of 
the influence likely to be exerted by the man who successfully fills it. The honor 
done me by the action of the Board I greatly appreciate. In reaching a conclusion 
T have tried to pay due regard to all claims upon me. I have sought most earnestly 
divine guidance—asking day by day for a good conscience and a right judgment. 
I have weighed most carefully the reasons pro and con, and gradually my mind 
has settled to the conviction that it would not be wise for me to enter upon a work 
so exacting and so different from that to which I have been accustomed. If this deci- 
sion gives pain to my friends, or serious disappointment to the members of the 
Board who have honored me with their suffrages, I can only say that I am sin- 
cerely sorry to be compelled to pain and disappoint those whom I hold in such high 
esteem.” 

—trThe absence of the Treasurer from the country was reported. He is expect- 

ing to return by July 1st; meanwhile the Assistant Treasurer will be in charge of 
the business. It was apparent from the Treasurer’s report that while the usual con- 
tributions are not below those of last year to the corresponding date, yet because of 
the considerable increase of the work and because of a smaller amount received 
from legacies, large contributions are imperatively needed between this time and the 
close of the fiscal year, August 31st. 
The Executive Committee reported with regard to arrangements made by 
them for deputations to represent the work of the Society at diocesan conventions, 
twenty-eight such appointments having been made and eighteen ‘more being in 
course of adjustment. 

——On behalf of the Joint Commission appointed by the General Convention 
on the increased responsibilities of the Church, the following report was pre- 
sented: 

“The Executive Committee of the Commission on Increased Responsibilities, 
acting with the authority of the other members of the Commission decide to make 
an appeal to the Church now for the immediate founding in Cuba of an or- 
phanage for the care of some of the destitute children in Cuba, and ask the sym- 
pathy and endorsement of the Board. The inquiry which the Commission were in- 
structed by the General Convention to make as to means and methods of work has’ 
been further prosecuted since the last report, and deepens the conviction of the wis- 
dom and duty of making provision for the relief of these orphans. With full and 
cordial recognition of other efforts that are making, the members of the Committee 
feel that the work is so enormous in its extent and so pathetic in its appeal as to re- 
quire all the interest that can possibly be aroused. They believe, too, that no under- 
taking of this duty by others can relieve this Church of its obligation to throw its 
resources, material and spiritual, into the work. 

‘There is no need to dwell upon the patent and pressing necessity of such a 
movement as the best expression of our desire that this Church should assume its 
responsibility for the Christian care and training of this most dependent class. 

“Under the oversight of the Bishop of Pennsylvania and with the active sup- 
port of the American Church Missionary Society, clergymen and Christian men 
and women are at work in Cuba representing this Church in organized services and 


—— > 
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in schools. And nothing can better become the Church now than to commend and 
enlarge this missionary service by the provision of a home in which the helpless 
and homeless waifs may be rescued from misery and immorality and irreligion. 

“In order to make a beginning the members of the Commission appeal for 
$30,000 and ask the prompt and active interest and sympathy of American Church- 
men and Churchwomen in parochial offerings, in individual gifts, and in the 
organization of auxiliary committees. The decision as to the place and plan of 
the work will be in the hands of the undersigned, with such assistance as they can 
obtain from our Church workers in Cuba and from Churchmen acquainted with 
the situation there. Moneys may be sent to Mr. Robert Bacon, of the house of J.P. 
Morgan & Co., 23 Wall Street, New York, designated ‘For the Church Orphanage 
in Cuba.’

—In connection with the foregoing, it was 


“Resolved : That the Board hereby expresses its endorsement of and sympathy 
with the movement brought to its attention looking to the establishment of an 
orphanage in Cuba under the auspices of this Church.” 

—A letter was read from the Rev. J. B. Funsten, dated Portsmouth, Vir- 
ginia, April 24th, conveying the information that because of ‘‘ question raised by 
several Bishops concerning the Presiding Bishop’s right to issue commission there 
[would] be a delay in his consecration,” which, at the previous meeting, it was an- 
nounced would take place on April 27th. It was explained that the postponement 
was at Mr. Funsten’s own request. 

— Letters were received from the Commission on Work among the Colored 
People, and from eight of the Bishops having Domestic missionary work under 
their jurisdiction with regard to adjustment of appointments, etc., and favorable 
action was taken where required. As stipendiaries under the United Offering of 
the Woman’s Auxiliary of 1898, the following persons nominated by their respec- 
tive Bishops received appointment: Mrs. Alice M. Fox, of San Francisco, as matron 
of the hospital in Skaguay, Alaska; and Sister Ella Smith, deaconess, at Waynes- 
ville, North Carolina, with Miss Duffy as her assistant, Miss Ida Ramsaner, as 


‘teacher at Chunn’s Cove, North Carolina, and Miss Elizabeth O. Pearson, as teacher 


in Burke county, North Carolina, all in the Missionary District of Asheville. Sev- 
eral other appointments of beneficiaries of this fund were renewed. 

—tThe Bishop of Georgia appeared before the Board, representing the Com- 
mission on Work among the Colored People, to advocate an enlarged appropriation. 
The question of the increase was referred to the Advisory Committee for considera- 
tion and report at the next meeting. The appropriation to the Missionary District 
of Southern Florida for the new fiscal year, ‘‘in view of the Bishop’s singular suc- 
cess and local financial hindrances to self-support,” was increased in the amount of 
$1,000, and, after some minor changes, the appropriations for the next fiscal year 
for Domestic Missions, including Indian Missions and Work among the Colored 
People, were made substantially at present rates. Moreover, from a special fund, 
$750 was appropriated for the year beginning September 1st for work among the 
Swedes in the Diocese of Quincy; it being understood that two missionaries are to 
be employed. 

— Letters were at hand from the several Bishops in the Foreign field and a 
number of their missionaries. For China an appropriation was made of $1,300, 
one-half of the amount required, for an addition to the Boone Schoul; the Rev. Mr. 
Partridge having undertaken to provide the remainder from funds at his disposal. 


a4 EDITORIAL. 


During recent months the staff of the China mission has been enlarged, which 
fact, besides the local increase of the work, demanded a larger appropriation for the 
coming year, and the Bishop’s estimate, amounting to $66,244.50, was adopted. By 
reason of the considerable enlargement of the number of missionaries in Japan, it 
required $83,032 to meet Bishop McKim’s estimate, which was adopted and the sum 
granted. His appointment of Miss Jane Thompson Cook was consummated, the 
needed expenses being provided for —to take effect when she shall have completed 
her course in the Philadelphia Deaconess House. Likewise the estimate from the 
Bishop of Cape Palmas was larger because of the prosperity of his work. This was 
approved and appropriation made to meet it in the sum of $42,054. The sum of 
$7,160 was set apart for the salary of the Bishop of Haiti, the stipends of his clergy 
who are missionaries of this Board, and for the Farm School and the Bishop’s con- 
tingent expenses. Moreover, Bishop Holly was invited by the Board to attend the 
next Missionary Council as its guest. A very urgent appeal was received from 
Bishop Ferguson for $4,000 for the purchase of a small seagoing steamer, which in 
his circumstances seems to be almost if not quite an absolute necessity. A resolu- 
tion was adopted ordering this letter of Bishop Ferguson’s to be published to the 
Church. [It appears on another page.] 

——The By-Laws of the Board of Managers were so amended as to authorize 
the Standing Committee on Trust Funds to commit all such funds belonging to the 
Society to the care and custody of a trust company (to be designated by the Board) 
for the future; the business, however, remaining under the Committee’s supervision. 
In connection with this change, which was initiated at the previous meeting, the 
following minute was unanimously adopted: 


‘‘Resolved: That in taking this action the Board cannot refrain from placing 
on record its high appreciation of the distinguished services of two members, espe- 
cially, of the Committee on Trust Funds—the Very Rev. Dean Hoffman and Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt, Esq. ; the latter of whom has placed the Board under enduring 
obligations by his able counsel and untiring vigilance; as the first-named has done 
by eminent wisdom, foresight, and discrimination in the financial administration 
of a large trust. That, during all his guardianship of it, through times of great 
tinancial depression and disaster, there has never been lost a dollar, whether of in- 
terest or principal, of the funds of the Board is a record worthy of most cordial and 
grateful recognition.” ; 


——It was stated on behalf of the Auditing Committee that they had caused 
the books and accounts of the Treasurer to be examined to the first instant, and had 
certified the same to be correct. 


SUNDAY-SCHOOL LENTEN OFFERINGS. 
To the Editor of THE SPIRIT OF MISSIONS: 


Up to date (May 18th) and including Pennsylvania, some 2,400 Sunday-schools 
have forwarded their Lenten Offerings, amounting in all to some $65,000. Now 
the majority of schools, numbering some 3,600, are yet to be heard from, and if 
they shall respond more generally than last year, we have strong hopes that the 
Lenten Offering of 1899 will go beyond all previous ones.

ing the $100,000 mark. I have heard already from quite a number of poor schools’ 


that have doubled their offerings of last year. When such a practice becomes 
widespread and general, we shall pass beyond the $100,000 mark. 

As an object lesson to the children, who are the Church of the future, all their 
Lenten Offerings should be unselfishly appropriated to missionary work at home 
and abroad, and we ask earnestly, therefore, that there may be no diversion of a 
single dollar raised during the past Lent by the members of our Sunday-schools.

COMMISSION ON WORK AMONG THE COLORED PEOPLE. 


A REGULAR meeting of the Commission, 
duly called, was held in Washington, 
D. C., at the residence of the Bishop of 
Washington, on Thursday, April 18th, 
1899, at 11 o’clock a.m. 

Present: The Bishop of Kentucky, 
chairman; the Bishops of North Carolina, 
Georgia and Washington; the Rev. Drs. 
McKim and Tucker; the Hon. J. Ban- 
croft Davis and Mr. John Wilkes, eight 
in all, being a quorum of the elected 
members. ae 

On motion of Mr. Wilkes, the Rev. 
Henry Beard Delaney, of North Carolina, 


was nominated to the Board of Managers 


as a member of the Commission, in ac- 
cordance with the request of the Board 
that the place of the late Rev. Dr. Crum- 
mell on the former Commission should be 
filled by a clergyman of the Colored race. 

On motion of Mr. Wilkes, the Commis- 
sion made an appropriation at the rate of 
$500 per annum for the expenses of the 
secretary of the Commission, the appro- 
priation to begin April 1st, 1899. 

On motion of the Bishop of Georgia, 
the Rev. Beverley D Tucker, D.D., was 
elected secretary of the Commission. 

‘The Bishop of Washington, on behalf 
of the committee appointed at the last 
meeting to consider the question of Theo- 
logical Education, Brennen the follow- 
ing report: . 

[This report was, by the Board of Man- 
agers at its meeting of May 9th, referred 
to its Advisory Committee. ] 

The Bishop of Georgia moved that the 
grant made January 1ith, 1899, to the 
work at Cairo, at the rate of $600 per 
annum, shall be made to take effect Sep- 
tember 1st, 1898. The motion was car- 
ried. 

The Bishop of Washington offered the 


following preambleand resolutions, which 
were adopted : 

“Whereas, the work among the Col- 
ored people in the southern dioceses is de- 
veloping in power and efficiency; and, 

‘* Whereas, increased responsibilities 
have been laid upon the Commission by 
the Board of Missions; and, 

‘‘ Whereas, urgent applications have 
come to the Commission from various 
dioceses for increased appropriations, 
therefore, 

‘‘Resolved: That this Commission for 
Work among the Colored People respect- 
fully request the Board of Managers of 
the Foreign and Domestic Society to raise 
the sum appropriated to this Commission 
to $60,000, no part being reserved, in 
order to enable the Commission to make 
appropriations in general, according to 
the schedule, to be adopted at this meet- 
ing, for the fiscal year beginning Septem- 
ber 1st, 1899. 

‘‘ Resolved: That in addition to the 
above amount, the Board of Managers are 
requested to authorize the Commission to 
employ a field secretary, at a salary not 
exceeding $2,000 a year, whenever a suit- 
able person for the office may be se- 
cured.” 

The Bishop of Washington moved that 
the Bishop of Georgia be requested to 
present the aforesaid resolutions, to- 
gether with acopy of the schedule of ap- 
propriations for the fiscal year beginning 
September 1st, 1899, to the Board of Man- 
agers at the May meeting, and that the 
chairman be authorized to provide for his 
travelling expenses. * 


* On May 9th the Board of Managers made appro- 
priation at the present rate tor the next fiscal year, 
and referred the question of increase to its Advisory 
Committee, to report at the June meeting. 
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On motion of the Bishop of Washing- 
ton, the following schedule of appropria- 
tions was adopted for the fiscal year be- 
ginning September 1st, 1899:

Dr. Tucker moved that a special grant 
of $100 be made to the Missionary District 
of Asheville for the current year. 

On motion, the minutes were approved, 
and the Commission adjourned, the chair- 
man of the Commission being authorized 
to fix the time and place of the next 
meeting.

THE MISSIONARY DISTRICT OF SOUTHERN FLORIDA. 


BisHop Gray has recently afforded the 
Board of Managers the following very 
interesting information, showing much 
growth in his jurisdiction : 

“‘The entire number of parishes and 
missions in 1893 was fifty-six. "We have 
now on the list eighty-one, while I 
actually visit more than 100. The Com- 
mittee on the State of the Church this 
year report at least 6,000 persons in South- 
ern Florida connected with the Church 
by Baptism. 

“The number of communicants has 
grown from 1,912 reported in 1893 to 2,777 
reported in 1899. 


““Twenty-seven mission churches have 
been built since I was made Bishop, and 
I think five more will be built, or at least 
be in course of construction, before the 
close of the year. A number of rectories 
have also been built. The number of 
clergymen actually at work in 1893 was 
fifteen ; in 1899 there are thirty. 


‘“‘The calamities, however, of the last 


few years in Florida have greatly dimin- 
ished the ability of the various missions 
to keep up their pledges toward the sup- 
port of the missionaries, and I am -in 
danger of losimg men who have not been 
on the general Board’s stipend list, but 
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DOMESTIC 
on my own’special fund, because I cannot 
add enough to keep them alive. 

‘The $1,650 appropriated to Southern 
Florida when I took charge was already 
assigned to the workers among whites in 
seven mission groups, and is still assigned 
to the same groups and mostly the same 
workers. While eight groups of places 
which I found vacant have been occupied, 
besides many new places, also by men 
who receive their stipends from the labors 
of the Southern Florida Woman’s Auxil- 
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iary, and from my special fund, which is 
made up of the offerings at my visita- 
tions, together with such contributions 
as are sent to me from any source, to be 
disposed of at my discretion.” 

We are happy to say that the Board cf 
Managers has increased the appropriation 
to Southern Florida $1,000 for the next 
fiscal year, and continued the $500 for 
work among the Seminole Indians, added 
last winter from a special deposit to meet 
emergencies. 


WINTER IN ALASKA. 


From Circle City Dr. Watt writes 
in a letter only recently received: ‘‘In 
the latter part of August we look for 
frost, and the mosquitoes are gone, but 
the gnats are with us until September, 
which is the most beautiful month of 
the year. The temperature is mild, 
ranging from 40° above to 10° below; 
walking is a pleasure, and the air invig- 
orating. The daylight lasts for about 
sixteen hours, and when the moon ap- 
pears the nights are almost as light as 
day. 

‘‘In October the frost comes perma- 
nently, and the river is frozen over. The 
logs of the houses have to be packed with 
moss, or the more expensive oakum, 
and the mercury declines from 10° above 
to 50° or 60° below zero. The trails are 
then in good condition for travelling 
with dogs, but one has to take care of 
ears, nose, fingers and toes, as they freeze 
very quickly—sometimes without their 
owner’s knowledge. At this time (No- 
vember) the days are dark and gloomy, 
and the lamps are lighted all day; but 
we now begin to look for the mail from 
home. Then comes dark, cold Decem- 
ber, and we look forward to Christmas 
and go into the woods to cut greens for 
decoration, and haul them to town, a 
distance of two miles. With tempera- 
ture at 40° below zero, this is no child’s 
play! Our church and hospital were 
beautifully decorated with festoons of 
greens and anchors, crosses, wreaths and 
stars. The children were very happy 
when Santa Claus came in, wrapped in 
furs and covered with snow. 

‘‘Then comes January and New Year’s 


Day, and one looks forward to the longer 
days and the slow death of Jack Frost. 
It is a very cold month, but with the 
lengthening days the warmth of the sun 
is felt. In February the days are quite 
long, the trail fine, and a sleigh-ride for 
the ladies and a run for the men gives 
to alla good appetite. 

‘‘March is very pleasant—the sun is 
warm and the snow is fast gathering 
moisture; moccasins are things of the 
past, and one has to look out for dry 
feet. Up to this time a suit of all-wool 
clothing—a sweater, fur hat, mittens, two 
pairs woollen stockings and moccasins 
form the outfit. When one takes a trip 
on the trail a drill shirt with a hood of 
the same is worn outside the clothing to 
break the force of the wind. Food is any 
and everything that can be had.” 

Writing of other matters, Dr. Watt 
gives an account of the 

AMBULANCE SERVICE. 

‘*Our outfit consists of a sleigh with 
rope or canvas sides high enough to pre- 
vent one from falling out. It has a good 
back for a head-rest, and handles are 
fastened to the rear of the sleigh to guide 
it. From four to six dogs are the mo- 
tive power, and a good robe and blankets 
complete the equipment. The word be- 
ing given that all is ready, a call to the 
dogs, and off we go on a good trot to the 
relief of the sick or frozen, all the way 
from a half mile to eighty miles; the 
longer journeys requiring us to take food 
for the men and dogs, camp and cook- 
ing utensils. We never travel alone, 
it is too dangerous; one might freeze to 
death or go through the ice. 
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THE HOSPITAL. 


‘‘ Our hospital isa one-story log building © 


on the main road, facing theriver. Itis 
large, roomy, and well lighted by three 
good-sized windows. We have seven beds 
now and room for twomore. Miss Deane 
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has her*room at one end, and medicines 
are nicely arranged on shelves at the rear- 
We'keep quite warm with a hot-air 
heater in the hospital. Wood costs from 
$10 to $15 per cord, and the price for cut- 
ting is seventy-five cents an hour, mak- 
it a heavy item of expense.” 


MISSONARY INTELLIGENCE. 


AriIzona.—Miss Eliza W. Thackara 
reports on the Navajo Mission Hospital 
at Fort Defiance to March 1st as follows: 

‘‘During December, 1898, a great va- 
riety of cases came to the hospital, in 
spite of the unusually heavy snows. 
Heading the list were the diseases of the 
eye, several cases of ear disease, and 
throat and lung troubles very prevalent. 
An important surgical case operated on 
in October still remaining, the slow 
healing process was assisted by numer- 
ous skin grafts, several of which were 
successful. Another surgical case during 
December was in the hospital for a 
month and left cured. This was a deep- 
seated abscess of the thigh. Throat and 
lung troubles, ranging from simple colds 
to tuberculosis of lungs, demanded at- 
tention. Six beds were constantly occu- 
pied and on several occasions patients 
had to lie on mattresses on the floor. 

‘‘During January there was much the 
same class of cases. A small-pox scare 
brought a number of Indians to be vac- 
cinated. Twocases of heart trouble were 
treated. An Indian girl severely burned 
at the Little Water School was brought 
over thirty miles, but died of exhaustion 
consequent upon the trip. This was the 
first death in the hospital for eight 
months. 

‘“During February the hospital was 
full most of the time; we had our deep- 
est snows and worst weather, so there 
were fewer out-patients than at any time. 

‘‘Two buildings, both greatly needed, 
a mortuary and boys’ house, were com- 
pleted during December. At the visita- 
tion of Bishop Kendrick in February 
three children and one adult were bap- 
tized; all convalescent patients.” 


NeBRASKA.—The Rev. Irving P. John- 
son, of South Omaha, reports the build- 
ing of St. Clement’s Chapel at that place, 
and the establishing of regular services 
with gratifying results. He writes: 
‘‘Some years ago, when I began this 
work, there was but one communicant in 
the whole district having a population 
of about 3,500, without any English- 
speaking church, and bearing a most un- 
savory reputation. To-day we have: a 
neat little chapel, well situated and all 
paid for, a communicant list of about 
twenty-five, a bright Sunday-school, and 
an excellent prospect for the future—all 
of which goes to show that the Church 
has a mission to the poorer classes.” 


SoutH DaxotTa.—The Rev. John Rob- 
inson, missionary at Sisseton, sending a 
few days since $45.50 ($31.25 from the 
children’s Lenten pyramids) for General 
Missions from three Indian congrega- 
tions, writes: ‘‘The government dis- 
bursement of money to these Indians has 
dragged along since early in March. 
There are a few who have not yet re- 
ceived their quota. Ithink there are quite 
a number of pyramids out still, for the 
demand for them this year was larger 
than ever before.” 

He continues: ‘‘ The congregation of St. 
John Baptist (near Lake Traverse) ismak- 
ing every effort to procure at least $100 
toward the most sorely needed repair and 
enlargement of their little chapel. It 
must be put in order this summer. It 
will require at least $150 cash, besides 
both stone and sand for the foundation, 
and the hauling of the lumber, which 
the congregation will do.

China.—On Saturday, March 18th, in 
the Church of the Nativity, Wuchang, the 
Bishop of Shanghai admitted to the Di- 
aconate the Rev. Ta-hwan Fu. 

We are also informed by the Bishop 
that the Rev. J. A. Ingle and wife, on 
leave of absence, were taking passage by 
the steamer ‘‘Empress of India,” sailing 
from Shanghai on April 29th. Further 
particulars will be given when received. 
He furthermore conveys the information 
that Miss Florence MacRae, trained nurse, 
who was in charge for a term of years 
ofthe Elizabeth Bunn Memorial Hospital 
for Women and Children at Wuchang, 
has retired from the mission and was ar- 
ranging to sail from Shanghai by the 


same steamer. Later: Miss MacRae 
reached New York May 23d. The steam- 
er arrived at Vancouver May 15th. Mr. 
and Mrs. Ingle were detained at Mon- 
treal. 

——Dr. Charles §S. F. Lincoln, Mission- 
ary Physician, who sailed from San Fran- 
cisco by steamer ‘‘ China,” March 28th, 
arrived at Shanghai April 20th. His 
address will be St. John’s College, 
Shanghai, China. 

Japan.—The Rev. and Mrs. R. W. 
Andrews, whose departure was delayed 
by the accident to their steamer in the 
harbor of Tacoma, sailed from that port 
for Yokohama on May 10th by the 
steamer ‘‘ Olympia.” 

——We are informed by the Bishop of 
Tokyo that Mr. Stephen H Cartwright, 
a former pupil in Canada of the Rev. Ar- 
thur Lloyd, having proceeded to Japan, 
has been employed in the field as an 
assistant teacher in St. Paul’s College. 
For at least a year there will be no call 
upon the Board’s treasury for his sup- 
port.

MISSION NEWS. 


THE Bishop of Cape Palmas writes 
from Monrovia, under date of April 7th: 
‘‘Tt has become my sad duty to inform 
you of the death of Mr. Francis Tebeyo 
Brownell, teacher at Webo station, 
which is said to have occurred on the 5th 
of March under very sad circumstances. 
Mr. Brownell had been captured and put 
in stocks by a heathen tribe on the 
French side of the Cavalla river, who are 
at war with the Weboes on our side, and 
he was either directly murdered or suc- 
cumbed to the cruel treatment he re- 
ceived.” 

The Rey. R. C. Cooper, of Bassa, 
writes interestingly of the Haster ser- 
vices at St. John’s, Lower Buchanan, in 
which §8t. Andrew’s, the elder parish, 
united. It appears that an arrangement 
has been made by which the services ou 
the greater festivals shall be held alter- 
nately in the two buildings. It is the 
opinion of the missionary that this will 
‘‘emphasize the oneness of the parish, 
deepen concern in all the people for the 
advancement of the work, and afford an 
opportunity for churchly contact which 
must result in the proper sort of inspira- 
tion and make successful every plan de- 
vised by the officers of the Church for 
the betterment of the spiritual welfare of 
the parish.” The churches are three 
miles apart. There were three services 
held and Sunday-school in the afternoon. 
The children gave $50 for their Easter 
offering. 

In the last number we published a let- 
ter from Miss Higgins while absent on a 
voyage for her health. We have heard 
from her since that she and Miss Rad- 
cliffe returned to Cape Mount station 
March 12th, after an absence of exactly 
six weeks. While they both received 
benefit, Miss Higgins is obliged to state 
that she is not strong. She has been ad- 
vised to visit America, but with heroism 
writes: ‘‘My whole life is centred in 
the people here, and while I do not wish 
to sacrifice it uselessly, I shall remain 
until Miss Woodruff’s return, if at all 
possible, which I think it may be. She 
will leave us now ina very few weeks, 
we presume.” 


ECHOES FROM THE CONVOCATION, 


The Rev. R. ©. Cooper, rector of St. 
Andrew’s, Buchanan station, writes: “I 
omitted to note that the Rev. Mr. Cassell, 
of Grace Church, Clay-Ashland, ap- 
pealed to my folk here to aid him in rais- 
ing money to build the church edifice at 
his station, and that the amount of $12.06 
was the result; and individual gifts to the 
amount of £4, besides merchandise, were 
handed to him. The dollars and cents 
were from St. Andrew’s congregation, 
and the pounds and merchandise were 
given by members of St. John’s congre- 
gation. The sum is large when the re- 
cent convocation strain is taken into 
consideration. 

‘“‘The Lenten Offering is kept before 
the minds of the Sunday scholars here, 
and, from the interest manifested by all 


during the Lenten season, I believe our © 


offering this time will exceed our former 
ones. God grant it, and also make us 
more and more willing todo what we can 
for His cause!” 

The Rev. N. H. B. Cassell writes that 
the Bishop’s address at the general con- 
vocation of the jurisdiction ‘‘ showed that 
the work had made marked improvement 
during the last two years.” 


EPIPHANY HALL, OUTTINGTON, LIBERIA. 
Extract from the Last Report. 

The daily routine of the hall and the 
other requirements of the station have 
been well sustained during the year un- 
der review. The class work of the 
students has been tested by written ex- 
aminations at the end of each term, and 
they show results that are very encour- 
aging. The moral tone of the school is 
quite healthy and the discipline in the 
hall has a telling effect on our entire 
work. 

It is very encouraging to be able to re- 
port that, from letters received within 
and beyond the Republic, the hall has 
been exerting its influence for good. 
Students by their deportment and gen- 
eral ability are manifesting their appre- 
ciation of the training received here, and 
adding the emphasis of their examples to 
their acquisition of knowledge. 
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We were pleased to notice in our last 
local convocation, held at Half Graway, 
how fairly the members of Epiphany 
Hall were represented in that body. In 
the chancel there were two former stu- 
dents, and ten amongst the workers in 
the mission field, while the bulk of the 
Sunday congregation was composed of 
students, who, although in their holidays, 
assembled from all parts of the country 
in that heathen village to testify to the 
saving power of the Gospel and the 
reformatory character of a Christian edu- 
cation. 

Up to the present we have had forty- 
two admissions and twenty-six depart- 
ures. Our roll number for 1897 was as 
follows: August, 105; September, 105; 
October, 102; November, 108; December, 
107. For 1898 we had in February, 119; 
March, 108; April, 109; May, 114, and 
June, 113.* At present, the theological 
department contains two students, the 
collegiate department thirty-two, and 
the preparatory department  seventy- 
nine. 


OUR ANNIVERSARY. 


As a new station, Cuttington is mould- 
ing itsown history. It has areal vitality, 
and its possibilities are great. But the 
work carried on at Epiphany Hall—the 
present building that houses the stu- 
dents—does not stand isolated. It is 
linked with the historic past—a past of 
sixty-four years, dating further back, 
prior to the episcopate of Bishop Auer 
as well as with the work of the once 
flourishing institution at Mt. Vaughan. 
Cuttington, therefore, has taken up the 
torchlight of knowledge which had been 
flaming over half a century, and has for 
well nigh a decade of years preserved 
the blaze to hand it brighter and brighter 
to generations unborn. It is therefore 
to us a matter of peculiar interest when- 
ever this anniversary day of Epiphany 
Hall arrives. This year the event was 
observed by holding a commemoration 
service in which an address was made 
by the vice- principal on ‘‘ The Founding, 
Growth, and Development of Epiphany 
Hall.” Amongst other things, he re-

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minded his audience that ‘‘ Epiphany 
Hall has indeed been an ‘Epiphany’; 
that her light has been seen as far as 
Accra, Cape Coast, Gaboon, and the 
Congo river.” 


OUR INDUSTRIAL WORK. 


This department is not yet developed. 
Manual labor has gone on with the same 
unremitting energy aslastreported. Our 
coffee harvest is about 1,000 pounds. 
We have come into possession of an ad- 
ditional block of land of fifty acres—the 
generous gift of the National legislature. 
Thirty-five available acres have been al- 
ready surveyed by Mr. Samuel J. Dossen 
—one of our alumni—and portions of 
these have been cleared off and planted 
with some vegetables. 

It would be a great boon conferred on 
the rising generation, if provision could 
be made for them to learn the handicraft- 
trades of printing, tailoring, smithing, 
boot-making, carpentry, turning and 
joining, etc. Technical education is a 
needed complement of our scholastic 
education. It will create an epoch in 
the development of our race. With the 
raw materials within reach and the 
scientific knowledge to adapt them to the 
different classes of staple productions, 
the race will be contributing its real ser- 
vice to humanity as never would have 
been possible for it under mere head- 
knowledge. Weshould be glad if the 
friends of this mission would help 
the establishment of some of these 
trades at once. We have pupils who 
show aptitude for such scientific and 
practical work, and, what is more com- 
mendable, they are very desirous to learn 
it. Being in school now, they will be 
able when they enter the workshops, to 
learn their trade more quickly and more 
thoroughly. 


OUR SCHOOL WORK. 


Progress is being made by the students 
in their devotion to their studies; in the 
methodical way they acquire knowledge 
and in the results as tested by the written 
examinations. With up-to-date text- 
books and the diligence of the students, 
we ought to experience telling results, if 
the living voice of the teacher is always 
there to help the students out of their dif- 
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ficulties and stimulate their thirst for 
knowledge. 

The work of the theological depart- 
ment has been faithfully performed by 
the students, especially those who were 
reading for their third year’s course. 
Teacher and students agreed mutually to 
forfeit their Christmas vacation of 1897 
in order to complete their work. 

The collegiate department has also 
labored hard. The students are gaining 
experience in expressing themselves. 
The highest course of study yet takenup 
in this department is the second, and if 
the present class can patiently wait to 
complete the remaining two years’ 
courses, we believe they will be much in 
advance of their school predecessors. 

The advanced pupils of the High 
School have been diligent. They have 
caused us to expect sufficient and suc- 
cessful feeders of the Hoffman Institute 
from them. 

We have many promising youths in 
the schools, and these, by dint of perse- 
verance and diligence in their studies, as 
well as by good conduct, have demon- 
strated the fact that ‘‘genius has no 
paternity, and pedigree perishes before 
the light of fame.” 


OUR RELIGIOUS WORK. 


Daily Morning and Evening Prayer 
are said in the hall, at which all the stu- 
dents attend. The festivals and fasts of 
the Church are strictly observed. On 
Sundays, three services are held—one at 
7:30 A.M. in the hall, and the others at 
10:30 a.m. and 7:30 P.M., at Mount 
Vaughan Chapel. Our monthly mission 

ary meeting is still kept up,and heart-stir- 
ring addresses have been made by some 
of the advanced students. The classes 
for catechumens and confirmees have 
been instructed and candidates presented. 
The Day of Intercession for missions in 
general was observed. 

We must be pardoned for again re- 
minding our friends and supporters, and 
the Church in the United - States of 
America, that Cuttington station is yet 
without a chapel. We have no words to 
express the spiritual value of a church 
edifice on this station, where heathen are 
being taught to worship the true and liv- 
ing God—where youths from the various 
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denominations are being brought into 
the Communion of the Church; where 
our future ministers and catechists are 
being prepared for their solemn work. 

We repeat, we have no words of persua- 
sive eloquence to appeal to our Church 
friends in the ‘‘ Land of Churches and 
Bishops” other than the forceful expres- 
sions of our dear Bishop, whose experi- 
ence of over thirty-six years in this mis- 
sion is so ample and valuable that one 
cannot afford to defer action in a matter 
for which he advises speedy action. ‘‘An- 
other pressing need,” writes the Bishop, 
‘‘at this [Cuttington] station is a church 
edifice where the many pupils can assem- 
ble for daily morning, noon and evening 
prayer as well as full Sunday services 
and the administration of the Sacraments 
and especially where boys from heathen- 
ism, as well as the civilized ones, can im- 
bibe a proper idea of the reverence and 
worship that are due to God.” 


SOME OF OUR NEEDS, 


While we are indeed very thankful for 
what has already been done for us, yet 
we would still respectfully lay some of 
the needs of this station before our friends 
and supporters for their generous help. 
The success of the work of the hall is 
closely interwoven with that of the en- 
tire missionary jurisdiction. We have no 
other source to look to for our supply of 
working forces for this African mission 
than to Epiphany Hall. The very raison 
@ étre of Cuttington station, and the pres- 
ent efforts toward a gradual and fuller 
realization of the purpose of the hall, 
should prevail with all our friends and 
supporters to help the Board of Missions 
to meet our wants, viz.: 

1. The completion and furnishing of 
Epiphany Hall, which is now a necessity. 
The repairs, in the present unfinished 
state of the building, will ultimately 
cost more than the actual cost of the 
original building. The quarters wherein 
the principal and family and other teach- 
ers reside are far from comfortable, and 
the present exposure from leakage is 
telling on the constitution of their several 
occupants. Equally so are the dormi- 
tories of the pupils in the Hoffman In- 
stitute and the High School. The school- 
rooms are unlike what they should be, 
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School furnitures in the shape of desks, 
blackboards and easels and other school 
apparatus are not yet provided. 

2.. The erection of the proposed Bishop 
Brooks Memorial Church as our church 
edifice. 

3. The development of an industrial 
education in the mechanical arts. 

4. The supply of the four divinity 
scholarships of $100, in the Hoffman In- 
stitute, twenty collegiate at $75, and 
twenty-three scholarships at $40 per 
annum, in the High School. 

5. The need of books, newspapers and 
periodicals to help to start a modest read- 
ing-room for both the collegiate and 
theological departments. 

A hearty response to the above wants 
will really remove our present anxieties 
and set us free and capable to prosecute 
our work with greater fervor and devo-

tion all along the line. The close of the 
nineteenth century should wind up the 
disadvantages under which the work at 
Epiphany Hall has been carried on these 
ten years past. 

We pray that the great Head of the 
Church may enrich the lives and dispose 
the hearts of all Churchmen who are in- 
terested in this African mission still to 
be willing to contribute toward the sup- 
port and extension of the educational 
work at Epiphany Hall and the other 
missionary agencies in the entire juris- 
diction, so that the great and effectual 
door that is now open may be taken pos- 
session of and souls may be won for 
Christ; and His Church in this republic 
be built up and increased unto the edify- 
ing of itself in love and good works.

LETTER FROM THE BISHOP. 

I wrote from Hankow telling of the 
holding of the third conference of the 
mission at Wuchang and enclosing a list 
of the subjects that were discussed. 

The conference ended, I started on the 
21st of February with Mr. Huntington 
for the stations farther up the river. On 
the 24th we reached Ichang and found 
Dr. Collins at home. The next day we 
went into the city and inspected the new 
chapel. It is a very convenient build- 
ing and a good deal of ingenuity has 
been shown in making the most of the 
ground and placing the rooms that have 
been built to the best advantage. The 
Deacon lives at the rear. In front of his 
rooms are the guest-room for women and 
the vestry-room, then the chapel, and 
beyond the chapel a guest-room for men. 
1 was sorry to find that Dr. Collins was 
not altogether in good health. It is, 
however, a difficult thing to be alone in 
so distant a station as Ichang, and I hope 
that we shall soon have men enough to 
allow of two at least always being as- 
signed to duty there. 

The 26th was Sunday, and we had 
Morning Prayer at 11. Iconfirmed nine 
persons at this service and preached. 


The evening service was held at 7 P.M., 
and I preached again. 

Monday night we went aboard the 
steamer and started down the river for 
Shasi at daylight. We reached Shasi at 
noon in the rain and with cold weather, 
so that we were all the more appreciative 
of the kindness of Herr Neumann, the 
Commissioner of the Imperial Customs, 
who insisted that we should lunch with 
him before going into the city. After 
luncheon we went to the chapel with the 
Rev. M. P. Kwei. Notice was imme- 
diately circulated among the Church- 
people of the service on the morrow, and 
when it was held at 2 P.M. we had a good 
attendance of both men and women. 
There were sixteen persons confirmed. 
Later in the afternoon we went on board 
a Chinese boat and started for the next 
station, Chiao-wei. We reached there 
at about 3 o’clock in the morning, and 
stayed on the boat till Mr. Hu came down 
to meet us after daylight. 

The service was held atila.m. Five 
persons were confirmed and I preached 
and celebrated the Holy Communion. We 
spent the night at Chiao-wei, and started 
the next morning after breakfast for 
Hou-kang. 
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The service here was held in the even- 
ing at 8:30, and two children were bap- 
tized by Mr. Huntington and seven per- 
sons admitted catechumens. There was 
a case of discipline of a man who had 
taken a concubine since he was admitted 
as an enquirer some months ago, and who 
had to be cut off because he would not 
put her away and live only with his law- 
ful wife. The man felt his exclusion bit- 
terly, but would not promise to do what 
he ought to, so that there was no resource 
but to proceed with the discipline. These 
cases are continually occurring. Those 
who have as yet learned little of our re- 
ligion and have not been baptized go back 
to their heathen ways. It is not easy to 
persuade them that Christianity cannot 
make any compromise with evil-living 
till they see themselves cut off, when all 
exhortation has failed, by the exercise of 
this public discipline. 

The next morning we left for Sha- 
yang, a journey by land that took us all 
day. [The Bishop here writes at some 
length of local disturbances, and then 
continues]. 

We left Sha-yang on March 6th to go 
down the Han river by boat to Hankow, 
but the weather being very bad we did 
not reach there untill late on Saturday 
afternoon, March 11th. 

During the next week I was at Hankow 
and Wuchang arranging for the building 
of the new St. Hilda’s School for Girls at 
Wuchang and the addition to the Boone 
School. On Saturday, March 18th, I or- 
dained to the Diaconate Fu Ta-hwan 
(Rey. T. H. Fu). Mr. Fu studied at St. 
John’s College and at Wuchang. He 
has been for the last two years in charge 
of the work at Hsinti under Mr. Hunt- 
ington. 

On Sunday, the 19th, I confirmed a 
class of thirty nine persons at St. Paul’s 
Church, Hankow, being the candidates 
from the three chapels in that city. 

Leaving Hankow on the 21st, I stopped 
at Nganking on the 23d and confirmed 
five persons. At Wuhu, on the 24th, I 
confirmed five persons. The work here 
seems to be extending into the country. 
On the 26th, Palm Sanday, I reached 
Shanghai. 

The visitation has shown progress at 
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every place except the new station at 
Sha-yang.

PROSPERITY OF SCHOOLS. 


Touching the schools at Wuchang, in 
a business letter the Bishop writes: ‘‘The 
great changes in Wuchang and Hankow, 
of which you have been advised from 
time to time, have given a tremendous 
push to all educational work. Other 
missions have built schools and are taking 
a large number of pupils. We have 
been forced to increase our own numbers, 
although we turn away hundreds from 
the doors. When I was in Wuchang, 
Mr. Partridge urged that the Boone School 
must be supplied with a new building at 
once and agreed to pay half the cost from 
fees collected from the pupils and from 
funds of his own. JI ask, therefore, that 
the Board will recognize the good work 
that this school is doing and give us this 
sum of $1,300, which will enable us to 
complete the new building and place the 
school on a far better footing.” 

The Board did make this appropriation, 
and the Bishop was advised of it by cable. 
What a grand opportunity this is for 
some one to supply the money to pay it, 
so meeting the self-denial of the earnest 
rector. 


EASTER AT ST. JOHN’S. 


The Rey. F. L. Hawks Pott writes : 
‘““We had a splendid Easter at the col- 
lege. Two boys from heathen families 
were baptized in the afternoon, and I 
have great hopes of both of them. There 
are many other boys in the college who 
would like to enter the Christian Church, 
but they cannot gain the consent of their 
parents. Our offerings amounted to 
ninety-six Mexican dollars. 

‘‘The term at St. John’s has opened. 
most successfully. Weare as crowded as 
we can be and need the new Science Hall 
very much. Good progress has been made 
with the building, however, and I think 
it will be ready for occupancy next Sep- 
tember.” 
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LETTER FROM THE REV. D.T.HUNTINGTON., * 


At St. John’s Chapel I think the work 
is in most respects fairly satisfactory. 
Mr. Yii is assisted by two evangelists, one 
of whom is stationed at Ch’iaok’ow. 
There has been only one class presented 
for Baptism, though there will probably 


be another before the end of the year. 


Of this class of thirty-two only nine 
were men, the rest being the wives and 
children of men who had already been 
baptized. In spite of this fact, the at- 
tendance of women is lamentably small, 
averaging only six or seven to sixty or 
seventy men. This is to be accounted 
for partly by the fact that the chapel is 
up a very steep flight of stairs which the 
small-footed women find difficult, partly 
by the fact that we have no guest-room 
for them, and still more by the fact that 
we have no woman evangelist, native or 
foreign, working amongthem. The great 
need of Hankow is some women work- 
ers. I have during the year established 
a provisional chapter of the Brotherhood 
of St. Andrew but am not quite ready to 
apply for a charter yet. The work at 
Ch’iaok’ow is going on well, the people 
coming down from St. John’s on Sunday 
but having meetings there during the 
week. 

The two-day schools are, I think, doing 
fairly well. The one at Ch’iaok’ow is 
taught by an old Boone School scholar 
and is, therefore, much better taught, at 
least as far as concerns arithmetic aud 
geography. Mr. Tsou, the other teacher, 
is making some progress in these sub- 
jects and passing on his knowledge as 
well as could be expected. In Christian 
knowledge the Ch’iaok’ow school is also 
better, asa Chinese teacher in his natural 
state has almost no idea of teaching ex- 
cept to make the pupils learn by rote. 
Some explanation is given to the more 
advanced. Mr. Tsou is slowly emerging 
from this condition. ; 

About two months ago there wasa great 
fire in Hankow, which burnt up more 
than twenty thousand houses. Over sixty 
families of our converts, mostly from St. 
Peter’s Chapel, were burnt out. We 
have helped them as best we could, and

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some of our clergy also assisted in dis- 
tributing the contributions of the foreign 
community for the relief of other suf- 
ferers.

THE ‘‘ST. JOHN'S ECHO.” 

The work that is being done by St. 
John’s College under the able staff to 
whom the guidance of its destinies is 
confided is a larger one than appears on 
the surface. In St. John’s and other 
colleges is being prepared the leaven 
which will bring about, we hope, the 
rising of a new China. The immediate 
future of China is dark enough, but it 
is impossible that a great homogeneous 
people, intelligent and energetic, should 
be permanently divided up among alien 
Powers. It does not seem that the parti- 
tion of China, if it is continued as 
appears inevitable, can be permanent. 
The young men who are having an 
invaluable portion of Western culture 
superadded to their inexpugnable Chi- 
nese nature will acquire a true patriotism 
with the other Western virtues in which 
they are being instructed, and a man, or 
a body of men, will arise among these 
young men who will reconstruct their 
country from the ruin into which it is 
now falling. If these young men do 
not then forget the teaching that they 
are now receiving at St. John’s and simi- 
lar colleges, the country that they will 
reconstruct will be worthy to take its 
place among the great nations of the 
world. Ingratitude toward their teach- 
ers has never been a trait of the Chinese 
character, though it has been sometimes 
imputed to the island people to the east- 
ward. 

In these circumstances, such a paper as 
the St. John’s Echo, of which the March 
issue is before us, is noticeable as an indi- 
cation of the immediate results of the 
education that is being given at Jessfield. 
This number opens with a note by ‘‘F. 
L. H. P.,” in which it is remarked that 
“one of the pleasantest features con- 
nected with the opening of a new school 
year is to see the hopefulness and buoy- 
ant spirit of the students as they return 
to their work.” Things are undoubtedly 
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topsy-turvey in China; hopefulness and 
buoyant spirit are not readily noticeable 
in Western school-boys returning from 
their holidays. The writer goes on to 
point out that one of the most hopeful 
signs is the steady growth of the Col- 
legiate department. A comparative ta- 
ble of the number of students in this de- 
partment in this and the six preceding 
years is given:

This means that the boys are being left 
in the college long enough to get a real 
education, not the mere smattering of 
Western knowledge which was all their 
parents were once anxious for them to 
acquire, and it proves that it was time 
that the new Science Hall was erected. 

Two pages of local news follow, and 
among the reports we notice that the 
gymnasium is a very popular resort. 
This of itself is striking evidence of the 
enlargement of the native mind that this 
institution promotes. The list of sub- 
scriptions which follows shows that al- 
ready twenty taels and $619 have been 
given toward the apparatus of the Sci- 
ence Hall. Then M. E. Tsur-sends an 
account of the capsizing of a boat at mid- 
night in the adjacent creek, and the res- 
cue of the boat as well as the boatmen, 
for whom the boys subscribed the sum of 
eight dollars, besides giving the sufferers 
some old clothes, with which they were 
sent on their way rejoicing. Then comes 
a reprint of a graduating essay by A. S. 
Yuen, on ‘‘The Effects on China of Her 
Intercourse with Foreign Nations.” The 
ordinary Chinese official would say that 
these effects were, without exception, de- 
plorable, but this is not Mr. Yuen’s view. 
‘‘ If China had not been goaded,” he says, 
“she would most probably have remained 
in her state of isolation to the present 
day. Long centuries of sleep were shaken 
off at a single blow, she was forced to 
acknowledge her weakness and _ back- 
wardness.”” While he mentions the ad- 
vantages China has gained, he does not 
forget the territory that she has lost, the 
injury done by opium and lottery tickets, 
and the decay of Chinese literature; but 
his summary is : 

‘‘In spite of all these unsatisfactory re- 


sults, I fully acknowledge that the good 
our nation has obtained since the diplo- 
matic intercourse with Western nations 
far outweighs the bad. It is only to 
those who take a partial view of the mat- 
ter that the dark effects seem to be pre- 
dominant. The door has been flung wide 
open, and it is now impossible to close it 
again. Brilliant possibilities are before 
her and she has only to look forward, 
striving to promote all that is beneficial 
and to avoid all that is hurtful, and so 
move onward in the great march of uni- 
versal progress and enlightenment.” 

Mr. F. K. Woo writes an interesting 
article on the ‘‘Imperial Monopoly of 
Salt Trade.” After a few prefatory re- 
marks, he says: 

‘‘Salt brings less emolument than years 
ago. France has more than once asked 
China’s permission to import foreign salt, 
but such a request is resolutely refused. 
The reasons why the salt trade is less 
lucrative now than formerly are: 1. There 
is a lack of good management in regu- 
lating the amount of salt used in each 
city and fixing the rate of taxation. 2. 
The duty on salt is comparatively heavy, 
and the price of salt is very high in the 
eyes of Chinese. 3. There is no way to 
prevent under-officers from receiving 
bribes from the smugglers, and there is 
smuggling going on every day, in the 
country. From the above three causes, 
which make the salt trade less profitable, 
we notice at once that the officers in 
charge are more money receivers than 
good managers. Formerly the manage- 
ment of the salt trade was really a good 
one. There was and is a special board 
appointed by the Government to control 
the trade. Salt was reckoned by a 
weight of yin (200 Chinese catties), and 
its rate of taxation was fixed. The quan- 
tity to be produced and diffused was de- 
termined. But on account of the diverse 
changes in production and diffusion, the 
good management afterward became cor- 
rupt. Instead of accepting 200 catties as 
a standard, the later officers choose 185 
catties as their rule of reckoning. Of these 
185 catties, thirty-five catties are said to 
be useless salt, and they are considered to 
be the commission of the officers.” 

An incident that occurred in Shanghai 
some years ago throws a good deal of 
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light on the way in which the smuggling 
of salt is repressed. A number of steam- 
launches were offered at once for sale by 
auction in Shanghai, and on enquiry it 
turned out that an energetic official at 
Soochow had previously acquired them 
to use in the repression of salt-smuggling. 
But the smugglers represented that as 
long as the authorities confined them- 
selves to the use of gunboats propelled by 
oars and sails, they could continue to pay 


their regular blackmail to the officials, 


but if these latter were going to employ 
steamers, the trade would not be worth 
doing, and the officers’ private purses 
would suffer accordingly. So the steam- 
launches were sold off in Shanghai. 

The salt paper is followed by the first 
of a series of papers by V. D. Chang on 
the ‘‘ Buddhist Purgatory.” In this in- 
stalment some account is given of some 
of the rulers of the underworld and the 
punishments they inflict. The curious 
can see a detailed representation of these 
punishments in the joss-house on the 
Yangtse-poo creek, which on this ac- 
count was formerly generally known in 
Shanghai as ‘‘ Hell creek.” The follow- 
ing extract from this article will be read 
with interest : 

‘‘Ne-loo Wong, the fifth king, who 
has a black face, was a mandarin of the 
Sun Dynasty, by the name of Paoloondo, 
noted for his incorruptible integrity. At 
first he was the ruler of the first depart- 
ment, but as he possessed a resurrection-

rod by which he could restore men to 
life, he was afterward transferred to the 
fifth department for fear he would send 
men back to the earth before they had 
been judged by the ten rulers. EKach man 
has to be confined in each department 
for seven days, so that after five weeks 
the body would have decayed and it 
would be impossible for him to bring it 
to life again. The punishment that the 
black king gives is not so severe as the 
others. He only sends bad men to a 
mirror, in which they see what they have 
to become in the next life. In this mir- 
ror the men may see images of cows, 
dogs, horses, and reptiles, which animals 
are supposed to be the images of those 
who are looking at the mirror. Another 
thing controlled by him is the ‘ looking- 
homeward tower,’ which is a building of 
extreme height. When the soul of the 
dead reaches to the fifth department, it 
is allowed to climb up the tower and 
look at the loved ones in its home. For 
this reason a special feast is prepared by 
the family of the dead for the entertain- 
ment of the deceased at the end of the 
fifth week.” 

The two last articles are a short one by 
F. C. Dzung on ‘‘ The Sanitary Condition 
of a Chinese City,” which is really a 
particularly insanitary condition, as Mr. 
Dzung clearly shows; and the continua- 
tion of a moving tale of Chinese domestic 
life, ‘‘ The Wicked Step-Mother.”—North 
China Daily News.

ACCIDENT TO THE STEAMER ‘‘ GLENOGLE.”’ 


THE Rev. Frank H. Church, rector of 
St. Luke’s parish, Tacoma, writes of the 
accident to the steamer ‘‘Glenogle” on 
which two of our missionaries and a 
member of their family embarked, as fol- 
lows: ‘‘On Saturday evening, April 22d, 
Bishop Rowe, Mrs. Church and I went 
with the missionaries, the Rev. and Mrs. 
R. W. Andrews and Mrs. Anderson 
to the ‘‘Glenogle,” and, bade them good 
by at nine o’clock. 

‘¢ At four on Sunday morning the ship 
started, but had not proceeded four miles 
before she ran into and cut in two our 
Tacoma-Victoria steamer, the ‘City of 


Kingston,’ and put back with several 
holes in her bow, some below the water- 
line, and towing a part of the upper 
decks of the ‘Kingston.’ The ‘Glenogle’ 
is discharging her cargo and will have to 
go on the dry-dock at Esquimault, as our 
dock is fully engaged for four weeks. In 
the meantime our missionaries are on 
board awaiting definite information as 
to whether they will wait for the sailing 
of the ‘Glenogle’ or be sent forward on 
the Olympia, which sails in two weeks. 

‘‘The ‘City of Kingston’ was built for 
the Hudson river route, and ten years 
ago was brought around the Horn to the 
Sound. 

‘“‘The Rey. H. H. Clapham, rector of 
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Trinity Church, Tacoma, had a very nar- 
row escape. He was returning from 
Victoria and was in the stateroom ad- 
joining the one struck by the ‘Glen- 
ogle. He was thrown on his back and 
covered—completely surrounded—with 
debris, but aside from a few cuts and 


bruises was not seriously injured.. How- 
ever, he lost everything except’ his pa- 
jamas—watch, money, shoes, hat, every- 
thing! The deck parted at his room just 
after he had crawled out, or rather the 
withdrawing of the ‘Glenogle’s’ nose 
left it exposed to wind and wave.” 


HAITI. 


BISHOP HOLLY’S VISITATIONS. 

THE original of Bishop Holly’s first 
report being lost, the duplicate has but 
just come to hand, although written last 
January. 

At the close of the last season of Ad- 
vent I began the biennial episcopal visi- 
tation of the western department of this 
missionary jurisdiction, by the semi- 
annual administration of Confirmation 
in Holy Trinity Church, on Christmas 
Eve. Seven candidates were confirmed, 
all of whom made their first Communion, 
administered later on in the same service. 

On January 19th I started from home 
to visit the mission chapels in the moun- 
tains of Léogane. On the evening of the 
19th, after my arrival in the city of 
Léogane, I preached at evening service 
held in a place serving as a chapel, in 
charge of the Rey. A. Fargeau. On 
Sunday, the 22d inst., I presided at the 
morning service held in the chapel at 
Bigoné, where the candidates for Con- 
firmation had gathered, belonging to the 
five mountain chapels. I baptized three 
infants, confirmed thirty-five persons, 
males and females, preached and admin- 
istered the Holy Communion to about 
eighty communicants, assisted therein 
by the Rev. Messieurs Battiste and 
Constant. I returned from thence to 
the city of Léogane the same afternoon 
—a, distance of about nine miles—for 
evening service at seven o’clock at the 
station of the Rev. Mr. Fargeau, where I 
confirmed two candidates, a man of 
thirty years and ‘a woman of twenty- 
eight years, and preached to a large as- 
sembly gathered inside and outside of 
the place of worship, all seemingly anx- 
ious to hear what kind of Gospel mes- 
sage our Church has to deliver. Two 
years ago one candidate was presented 
for Confirmation from this station, who 


was then confirmed in the chapel at 
Bigoné, together with those from the 
mountain chapels. This time two—an 
increase of a hundred per cent.—were 
presented from the city mission, and 
they were confirmed in their own con- 
gregation in the city of Léogane. 

On Monday, the 23d, I visited the 
Chapel of the Annunciation at Deslandes. 

The next day, the 24th, I examined the 
parish school. Out of thirty-five pupils 
registered since the beginning of the 
school year, eighteen were present. They 
sustained a satisfactory examination in 
the elementary branches of instruction, 
and gave evidence of the painstaking 
devotion of their schoolmaster. 

The day following, being the Feast of 
the Conversion of St. Paul, I preached 
and administered the Holy Communion, 
at ten o’clock A.M., in the chapel at 
Deslandes. In the afternoon of the same 
day I returned again to the city of Léo- 
gane, a distance of six miles, and on the 
following day, being the 26th, I returned 
home. 

The following record is a statement of 
some particular incidents connected 
more or less with the general facts nar- 
rated above: 

1. On St. Thomas’s Day, December 21st 
ultimo, I confirmed an aged convert 
about eighty years of age, on a sick bed, 
and administered to her her first Com- 
munion. She was baptized in infancy in 
the Roman Catholic Church, but had 
not received any other religious ordi- 
nance. She is a native of Cayes, but a 
long resident here. At Cayes she had 
visited the mission services held there by 
the Rev. Mr. Bauduy, when a Wesleyan 
pastor, over fifty years ago, and had been 
favorably impressed thereby. This ex- 
perience had its influence on her mind 
in making} profession of evangelical

faith, in seeking the salvation of her 
soul. 

An aged woman, her neighbor, whom 
we received into the communion of our 
Church at Christmas: tide, in 1897, finally 
determined the sick woman to enter also 
into the communion of our Church. 
This neighbor, when she herself was ad- 
mitted to our communion, had been pre- 
viously baptized, confirmed and a com- 
municant in the Roman Catholic Church. 
She was sent by the Haitien Govern- 
ment to the great Exposition of 1893, at 
Chicago, to display the quality of Haitien 


coffee (as a beverage) in the Haitien 


pavilion constructed there. The Con- 
firmation thus administered on a sick 
bed makes eight persons in all confirmed 
in the parish of the Holy Trinity, Port 
au Prince. . 

2. Of the thirty-five persons confirmed 
in the Chapel of the Good News at Bigoné, 
six young women among them were 
brought to the Gospel by a very interest- 
ing circumstance. Their uncle was one 
of the old African priests devoted to the 
practice of heathen mysteries. A few 
months back, on a sick bed, in the face 
of death, he felt the utter nothingness of 
those superstitions to save his soul. He 
sent to the brethren of the nearest chapel 
to come and pray with him. Several of 
them at once went to his bedside, led by 
a lay-reader, who for the past nineteen 
years has done an amazing work in those 
mountains, in bringing souls to Christ. 
They read the Scriptures, sang and 
prayed with him for several days. At 
last he died, consoled with the hope of 
everlasting life, by an abiding faith in 
Christ. 

Two of the brothers of the deceased, 
ex-Vaudoo priests, were favorably im- 
pressed with the Word of God to which 
our brethren bore witness during that 
sick visitation. They therefore resolved 
to prepare to cast in their lot with God’s 
people. I say, they are preparing to do 
so; for, according to the custom in the 
mountains, among the unconverted, 
those persons have been living together 
unlawfully and the first step to be 
taken by such to enter the Church, as liv- 
ing members of the same, is to be married. 
Most of them live together like husband 
and wife, without lawful marriage, until 
death separates them. 
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The two brothers spoken of, “being 
aroused by the trumpet call of the Gos- 
pel, are taking steps to be lawfully mar- 
ried. Meanwhile, as an earnest of the 
sincerity of their intentions, one brother 
has delivered over to the Church four 
maiden daughters, and the other brother 
has done similarly with two of his 
daughters, all grown young women, 
who had been prepared by careful in- 
struction for Confirmation, and were 
presented at my late visitation. It is 
hoped that their respective parents will 
have made the necessary arrangements 
to be married by the end of the present 
year. 

3. The teacher whose school I examined 
at Deslandes, was licensed asa lay-read- 
er during my visit in the mountains. He 
passed three years in this city at school 
to prepare himself for usefulness in his 
native mountain fastnesses. He has 
since carried on the school at Deslandes 
for about four years. He was married 
last September. Preparatory to the 
same he had built a neat little country 
cottage, on land given to him by his 
father, who has been a lay-reader for 
many years past at Bigoné. 

Alas! as I was about leaving Deslandes 
returning to Léogane city, on my way 
back to the capital, the cottage of 
this young man was in flames and 
was entirely consumed! He saved his 
household effects, but the loss of his 
house is a heavy blow, as well as a trial 
of his faith. Let us all pray for him, 
that God may sustain him by His grace, 
firm and immovable unto the end, in 
spite of the great temporal calamity that 
has befallen him! 


SECOND VISITATION, 


I left home last Saturday to make an 
episcopal visitation in the mountains of 
Mirebalais, and returned home yester- 
day. I confirmed four candidates on 
Sunday last in the chapel at Trianon, 
preached, and administered the Holy 
Communion. And on Tuesday follow- 
ing, I solemnized in the same chapel the 
marriage of the Rev. Daniel Michel. 
Four other candidates were_to have been 
present on Sunday last from the chapel 
at Petit Fond; but in consequence of two 
of them being prevented by sickness 
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from coming forward, the other two ab- 
stained from presenting themselves for 
Confirmation. 

During my sojourn at Trianon I dis- 
cussed with the pastor there the feasi- 
bility of a projeet which he brought to 
my attention for establishing a regular 
mission at Fond-a-Cheval, a rural sec- 
tion of the commune of Mirebalais, often 
visited by both the pastors Michel for 
Gospel work, and where there are some 
converts. 

Ialso incidentally learned in conver- 
sation with the Rev. H. Michel, that he 
is often called on to administer Baptism 
to the children of professing Roman 
Catholics; which baptisms he records in 
a special register, apart from the parish 
register, and that such baptisms he has 
not hitherto noted in his parish reports. 
He estimates that he has baptized 
about two hundred such children since 
his ordination to the Diaconate. I re- 
quested him to hereafter report all such 
extra-parochial baptisms, as they belong 
to his work as a missionary evangelist.

A NEW PARISH. 


Last Sunday a new parish was inaugu- 
rated at Pétionville, six miles from the 
capital. The Rev. H. Michel presided at 
the opening service in the morning, and 
an afternoon service was conducted by 
Mr. Desce, a candidate for Holy Orders, 
and now appointed a lay-reader for the 
new parish. He needs a horse, saddle 
and bridle in order to go to Petionville 
for service on Sundays. He is profes- 
sor of English in the National Lyceum 
here. Being a native of St. Lucia, he 
has spoken both English and French 
from infancy. He has been resident in 
Haiti for the past eight years, and has 
been very useful in Holy Trinity parish 
as lay-reader in the English congrega- 
tion, vestryman, president of the Mutual 
Relief Association of the parish, and 
choir-master. We hope some kind friend 
will send us $60 to equip him for mission- 
ary work at the new station. 

There are twenty-two parishioners at 
Pétionville, and they have adopted the 
name of ‘‘The Church of the Holy 
Spirit.” The services there are, all in 
French, among native Haitiens. 


Another parish is in course of organi- 
zation at Boulmiet, a station in the vicin- 
ity of Cayes. The timber has been pre- 
pared there to erect a rural chapel. The 
Rev. D. Michel is also occupied in organ- 
izing the new congregation at Fond-a- 
Cheval, a rural section of Mirébalais. 


CONVERTS FROM VOUDOOISM. 


The Rev. Mr. Fargeau, in a letter bear- 
ing date of May 4th, which I received 
yesterday, gives me the following impor- 
tant item in reference to his work: 

‘*Sunday, last, I received at the church 


the visit of a papa-loi* from the plains . 


of Momance. At the close of the service 
he professed his acceptance of the Gos- 
pel, and went away with the intention 
of giving over to his brother his part in 
their heathen temple + (as his brother is 
associated with him in the mysteries). 
But this morning he has sent to say to 
me that his brother wishes also to re- 
nounce these African superstitions, to- 
gether with three of his sons, and we 
have fixed for to-morrow at two o’clock 
in the afternoon (D.V.) to meet at a given 
place to burn their abandoned fetiches.” 

Thus we have unmistakable indications 
from various points of this missionary 
jurisdiction that God in His mercy for 
His stray sheep is now making an effect- 
ual opening before us for the preaching 
of the Gospel, that we may go forward 
and possess the land for Him and His 
Christ. We have under our hands labor- 
ers who say, ‘‘ HereI am, send me.” Itis 
only the means for their support that is 
lacking. We therefore hope that the 
Board will see the way clear to open their 
hands more liberally to come to the sup- 
port of the work here, as they have not 
done before. To this end please publish 
far and wide the material needs of the 
work and its spiritual prospects, that 
friends may be raised up to come to our 
rescue by liberal contributions to hold 
up our hands in the hand-to-hand battle 
now being waged here between the sons 
of God and the sons of Belial.

THE Missionary Council, at 
Chicago, in 1893, adopted a 
resolution that, during the 
continuance of the Council, 
a pause should be made each 
day at twelve o’clock for 
brief prayer for the coming 


of Christ’s Kingdom in all 
the world, and recommend- 
ing the custom of noonday 
prayer for missions to all 
gatherings of Churchpeople, 
and to the clergy and mission 
stations at home and abroad. 


THE Church of England Missionary Conference, held in London in May, 1894, 
adopted the custom of noonday prayer upon suggestion from the American Church, 
and in their report said: ‘‘The conference is now among the things of the past. Is it 
too much to hope that at least one permanent memorial of it may remain amongst us, 
and that from many of our churches the noontide bell may call us, in the field, the 
workshop, or the mart, to lift our hearts, at any rate for a moment, in prayer for all 
missions of the Church of Christ?” The House of Bishops in Minneapolis adopted 
the observance, and it may now be considered an established custom commended by 
the highest authority. 


INTERCESSION. 


Our blessed Saviour in giving the great Commission promised His presence to 
the Church unto the end of the world. Therefore let us earnestly beseech Him to 
make every mission station to bea centre of light and a channel of life; to inflame 
the missionaries with zeal and love; to grant them guidance and protection; to send 
forth many who are wise to win souls; and to give all Christian people a willing 
heart to sustain and further the work of missions for the glory of the Triune God in 


the salvation of all men. 


FOR THE HEATHEN.* 


O Gop of all the nations of the earth, Who desirest not the ca but always the life

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INDIAN INDUSTRIAL SCHOOL, 
CARLISLE, PENNSYLVANIA. 


Dr. WituiAmM T. Harris, United 
States Commissioner of Education, says 
that Major Pratt has in this school 
invented a method by which the 
European civilization may be brought 
near to the Indian tribes without exter- 
minating their brave people. He teaches 
the necessity of setting aside tribal life 
and the adoption of a life based upon 
productive industry. As soon as the In- 
dian learns the arts and trades of civil- 
ized life he can make his living in the 
same way that the white man does. He 
can live a larger life than the tribal life, 
because he is able through productive 
industry to obtain the means by which 
he may enter into the consciousness of 
the highest civilization through the book 
and the daily newspaper. In this school 
the pupil acquires reading, writing and 
arithmetic, those simple tools of thought 
which enable the individual to learn what 
the human race is doing and has already 
done. The Indian may from day to day 
and year to year learn the wisdom of the 
race stored up for all who can read and 
understand the printed page. By his 
trade he may furnish himself food, cloth- 
ing and shelter, and he may buy books 
for himself, books written by the wisest 
of the race. This school teaches him a 
trade; it may be how to make shoes or 
harnesses; it may be how to make bread 
or to cook other food; it may be the 
trade of a carpenter, the trade of the 
blacksmith; he learns here the founda- 
tion of the simple trades, and he learns 
how to make machinery and how to 
direct and control it. 

More than all this he learns the politi- 
cal and social ideas which are most im- 
portant for him, coming as he does from 
a tribe and with tribal ideas. He learns 
how to value the white man’s civilization 
and how to prefer it to his own, dear as 
his own has become to him because of 
early association. All of the Indian’s 
pride and self-respect, all of his bravery 
and individuality may be preserved by 
the blessings of this school and other 
schools founded on its methods. 

Weare learning each year some new 
lesson regarding the capacities of the In- 


dian for entering into the white man’s 
civilization. On my previous visit to 
this school I heard the band perform a 
piece of Beethoven, not only with accu- 
rate technique, but with the feeling and 
spirit in which the piece had been writ- 
ten. It is astonishing to know that an 
individual brought up in a tribal civiliza- 
tion can find expression for himself in 
the highest musical form of art which 
Germany has furnished to the world. 
For German music, with its double coun- 
terpoint, can express, as nothing else is 
able to do, the deepest feelings of the 
heart. 

I have called our civilization the white 
man’s civilization. We have read with 
great interest the new and higher defini- 
tion of ‘‘The white man’s burden” as 
stated by the greatest of living poets. 
The white man proves his civilization to 
be superior to other civilizations just by 
this very influence which he exercises 
over the peoples that have lower forms 
of civilization, forms that do not permit 
them to conquer nature and make the 
elements into ministers of his power— 
forms of civilization which do not sum 
up for each individual the ideas of all 
mankind through all ages, but rather 
which limit him exclusively to the expe- 
rience of his own tribe and which fail to 
give him an understanding even of that. 
The graduates of this school will as citi- 
zens of this nation take up the white 
man’s burden. 


THE BIBLE IN CHINA. 


AS indicating the trend of Chinese 
thought to-day in the direction of the 
study of Christian literature, the fact 
that over 795,000 copies of the Bible were 
sold during the first ten months of 1898 
is most significant. Until within four 
years the average annual sale of Bibles 
and leaflets in China was about 250,000, 
the highest number being 290,000. In 
the year 1898, however, that limit was 
far surpassed. During the present year, 
1899, it has been conjectured that the 
sales will amount to over 1,000,000 
copies. This is most remarkable, seeing 
that but a few years ago, compara- 
tively speaking, the Christian Bible was 
a forbidden book, its teachings publicly 
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condemned, and its readers persecuted 
wherever found. Surely there is a 
movement going on in China that gives 
promise of hope and cheer to the mis- 
sionary in his labors to win the people 
of that country to the knowledge of the 
true God and of His Son Jesus Christ. 


THE AWAKENING IN CHINA. 


THE Rev. Andrew Beatty, a mission- 
ary who has recently returned from work 
in China, has delivered an address in 
New York City on ‘‘The Awakening in 


China.” He talked in a thoroughly 
hopeful vein. Among other things, he 
said: ‘‘Li Hung Chang is generally re- 


garded outside of China as being a man 
of liberal and progressive views. As a 
fact, he is one of the most unprogressive 
men in China to day. gIn the rebellion 
that Chinese Gordon put down he cap- 
tured several rebel leaders and handed 
them over to Li Hung Chang, on the 
promise that their lives should be spared. 
Three hours after Li got them their heads 
were all off. Heis just the same now. 
He would cut off as many heads as ever. 
Nothing would change that man this 
side of the grave. He is in sympathy 
with the anti-reform party and every 
anti-foreign movement. The trouble 
with him is not that he favors Russia too 
much, but that he favors Li Hung 
Chang. 

‘‘There is a reform party in Central 
China in which, I believe, is the salvation 
of the country to-day. All the members 
of this party favor western civilization 
and many of them favor Christianity. 
Some of them are expectant mandarins, 
those who have passed their examina- 
tions for office, but have never yet had 
an appointment. Some of this reform 
party are eager to see Christianity made 
one of the religions of China, some are 
non-committal, and some are hostile to 
Christianity, but all favor western civ- 
ilization. If they are let alone, and the 
foreign powers do not partition China, 
they will work out the salvation of the 
country. The adviser of this party is 
Timothy Richard, an English mission- 
ary, who has been consulted by the chiefs 
at important crises. 
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‘“ What is the condition of China to- 
day? Sheis awake. The people have 
been educated. The people have been 
stirred up, and are ready to receive west- 
ern civilization. But they must be 
guided. The most unprogressive party 
in China recently bought with eagerness 
a book telling of the China-Japanese 
war, the last chapter of which dealt with 
the idea that no nation can escape ruin 
except through Christianity. 

‘Throughout all China there is a de- 
mand for literature that we cannot sup- 
ply. We must meet this movement by 
giving the Chinese books. If we do not 
some one else will, and China, like India, 
will be sown with atheistic literature. 
People all through China are asking us 
for teachers. They will fill all the 
schools we open, and read all the litera- 
fure we put into their hands.” 


CHEERING FACTS CONCERNING 
CHINA. 


THE Rey. Dr. Judson Smith, one of 
the Secretaries of the American Board, 
has recently visited China, and he re- 
gards the present crisis in that empire as 
presenting a marvellous opportunity for 
Christian evangelization. In a recent 
letter he writes as follows : 

‘*The political developments in China 
at the present time are attracting the at- 
tention of the world, and no one is wise 
enough to forecast the outcome. To those 
who are supremely interested in the de- 
velopment of Christ’s Kingdom in China, 
however, the question of first importance 
is what bearing these events are likely to 
have upon the progress of missionary 
work. Having visited China recently, 
and taken notice of the course of events 
there, Iam happy to say that there never 
was a time when the opportunities for 
Christian work were so multiplied, or 
the attention of the peopleso easily gained 
by the messenger of the Gospel. In 
every part of China, in the south, in the 
ceniral part, in the north, great audi- 
ences gather in mission churches and 
chapels. The mission schools are 
thronged. Those who are ready to turn 
away from idolatry and heathenism, and 
connect themselves with the Christian 
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Church, are in many instances more than 
the missionaries can possibly reach and 
instruct. In one mission alone of the 
American Board at the present time a 
sober estimate reckons the number of 
these inquirers as 12,000. Adjoining 
missions of other Boards are equally 
thronged with those inquiring the way 
of life. 

‘The state of the mission churches in 
China is also most cheering. Not only 
are they increasing in numbers, but in 
ability and disposition to help them- 
selves. In not afew of these churches 
the pastors receive their entire support 
from the congregations to which they 
minister, and the movement in this direc- 
tion is gathering momentum with every 
year and every month. 

‘‘The new respect for foreign nations 
and for foreign arts and sciences, which 
is wide spread in China, is incidentally 
favoring the missionary work in a 
marked degree. The imperial govern- 
ment and the provincial government are 
favoring the Foreign missionary, afford- 
him protection and requiring the people 
to keep the peace, not because they love 
the work or those who represent it, but 
because the circumstances demand it. 
The late disturbances at Peking, which 
imply the triumph for the time of the 
party of reaction, and which seem to 
threaten new outbreaks in differeut parts 
of the empire, must be viewed as tem- 
porary and as by no means indicating the 
permanent state of feeling and action. 
Veteran missionaries, like Dr. Muirhead 
and Dr. Edkins at Shanghai, express the 
opinion, without hesitation, that thisis a 
time of marvellous opportunity for mis- 
sionary work everywhere in China.” 


FROITRUL RESULES: 


Miss R. D. Howarp has been laboring 
as a missionary among Japanese women 
for some years without seeing much re- 
sult, but now she is greatly encouraged 
by what she sees of the fruit of her 
labors. She gives some illustrations of 
which the following is one: ‘‘I used 
frequently to visita woman who has told 
me this incident: I havea melon plant 
in my garden which has been the message 
of God tomy soul. This plant was quite 
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barren; it bore no fruit. One day my 
husband said to me, ‘This plant is just 
like you. You bear no fruit to God.’ I 
was very unhappy, and felt that it was 
true. After a time a neighbor was alter- 
ing his garden, and had nowhere to put 
avery big stone, so asked if we would 
have it in our garden. The stone was, 
by chance, put down on this poor plant, 
and I thought, ‘ Well, there is an end of 
it now.’ what was my surprise, when 
after a time I saw some fresh leaves, then 
a bud appeared, and so on till there were 
five buds, which ripened into five beauti- 
ful melons. I thought, God can do for 
me what He has done for that plant. The 
very bruising of the roots seems to have 
quickened it into life, so perhaps God 
means to make my trials a blessing to 
me. Ihave fivechildren, and they have 
been a great trouble to me, but I pray 
God to make them good and fruitful like 
the melons. \ 

‘¢ After this we had many meetings in 
her house, and she and all her children 
were eventually baptized. They have 
gone to live in the north, but I have 
satisfactory accounts of them from time 
to time.” 


THERE is a feast of good things in The Missionary 
Review of the World for June. Maps and illustra- 
tions are numerous and valuable and the articles 
are exceedingly interesting and timely. The num- 
ber is opened by a description of the “Sudan and 
the Sudanese” by C. T. Wilson, M.A., an English- 
man who has visited the country and made a 
thorough study of the people. An excellent map 
and two illustrations from photographs accompany 
it. ‘‘Samoa—Its People and Missions” by James 
M. Alexander, the author of *‘The Islands of the 
Pacific,” is an up-to date account (with map and 
illustrations) of the religious and political affairs in 
these islands which are now so prominently before 
us. ‘* The Present Center of the Slave Trade” is a 
first-class article by Samuel M. Zwemer, F.R.4.8., 
the well known missionary and Arabian explorer, 
showing the extent of the trafficin human flesh on 
the Arabian Coast. The mere mention of other 
contributions will indicate their interest and im- 
portance: ‘The Problems of City Evangelization’ 
by Arthur T. Pierson; ‘‘ Reflections After a Winter 
Tour in India” by Rev. F. B. Meyer; ** The Church 
Missionary Society Centenary” by Rey.

ATSEUDY “CLASS. 


THE last season has shown a very marked increase in missionary study 
among the branches of the Auxiliary, largely due, we are sure, to the frequent 
presentation of the subject in Washington in the fall. Asan example to others, 
we take pleasure in printing the following account of a successful class, received 
from the Christ Church branch, Alexandria, Virginia. It is indeed most stim- 
ulating to see one of the earliest formed of the parochial branches of the Auxil- 
iary, in its twenty-ninth year, entering upon this new departure with all the 
energy of its youngest days. 

Miss Colquhon, the president of the branch, whose early experience as a 
missionary in Africa gives assurance of the sincerity of her missionary interest, 
sends us the account, to which she adds, ‘‘' The studies were so thoroughly en- 
joyed that many wanted the class kept up indefinitely. ‘The difficulty was, not 
to get hearers but writers of papers. The class was begun rather unpreparedly, 
but was really a great success, and another year, should we live, Miss Stuart 
will try to arrange beforehand to have papers written in due time.” 


NOTES OF MISSION-STUDY CLASS IN CHRIST CHURCH, ALEXANDRIA, VIRGINIA. 


Circumstances prevented the formation of the class till the middle of Lent, 
but it was continued during the prescribed time, six weeks, with very good attend- 
ance and undiminished interest. The Grace Church parish branch united with the 
Christ Church branch, and several of the papers were contributed by members of 
that branch, and talks were given by them and ‘‘ current events” noted. 

At the first meeting, which was opened by the president of Christ Church 
branch with prayer as were all subsequent ones, and led by Miss Stuart, the dioc- 
esan secretary, the secretary briefly stated the design of mission-study classes; the 
object in view being to obtain fuller information in regard to the work in the dif- 
ferent fields occupied by the Church, hoping thus to kindle interest, to incite to 
liberal contributions, to induce personal consecration to the service, and, above all, 
to urge each one to earnest prayer for all laborers, and for every part of the work 
at every station. As all mission work must have its centre and organization within 
the Church, and as from it must emanate the sending forth of the laborers to their 
respective fields, the studies began with the Church of God as given to the world 
from the beginning. The first paper, entitled ‘‘ The Church of God from the Be- 
ginning to the Establishment of the Christian Church,” included the Church in 
the antediluvian period; its preservation in the ark; the patriarchal Church; the 
tabernacle in the wilderness and in Canaan; the giving of the Law and the various 
ceremonies connected with the worship, on to the building of the temple, the cap- 
tivity and return, with the building of the second temple, and so on till the third 
temple, which was honored by the presence of the promised Messiah, ending with 
the’sending forth”of the Apostles by Christ, and His commission to them to “‘ preach 


the Gospel to every’creature.” 
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‘‘The Progress of the Church of God, from Its Establishment by the Apostles,” 
was the second paper, treating of the planting of churches by the Apostlesin Asia, 
in Northern Africa, in the south and west of Europe, on through the whole section 
to Gaul (where were churches presided over by disciples of Polycarp, the holy 
martyr and disciple of St. John), and thence to Britain, early in the second cen- 
tury. Another paper, read at the next meeting, was a continuation of this, giving 
some account of the Church in Britain and of their earliest missionary enterprises. 

The paper following this was ‘‘ The Introduction of Christianity into the New 
Found Continent.” This began with the planting of the cross by Columbus on the 
soil of the new world, who, while it was being erected, assembled his crew on the 
deck of his vessel, and led them in repeating the ‘‘ Gloria in Eacelsis.” The work 
of the Dominicans and of the Franciscan friars in Mexico and South America and 
of the French Jesuit Fathers on the banks of the St. Lawrence in North America 
was touched upon, and the paper closed with a brief notice of John Eliot, one of 
the Pilgrim Fathers, who, in view of his labors among them, was known as ‘“‘ The 
Apostle to the Indians.” He translated the whole Bible into the Iroquois tongue. 

This paper was followed by ‘‘ The Introduction of the Church of England into 
the United States,” giving information of the first spot in the United States where 
the Prayer Book was used. It was in 1579 when Sir Francis Drake in his memor- 
able voyage round the world touched the shores of California, at which time his 
chaplain called the men together on the vessel, to join with him in the service of 
the Church of England. The next use of the service was on the Atlantic coast, 
twenty-eight years later, when the little colony landed at Jamestown in 1607, and 
then and there firmly planted the Church of England, and established the worship 
of the Church. Another paper in connection with this was read, giving an ac- 
count of Pocahontas, her baptism, marriage, and death, her influence exerted on 
behalf of the colonists, and concluding with a brief statement of the religious life 
of the colony. 

A paper at the next meeting gave a brief notice of ‘‘The Apostolic Fathers,” 
Polycarp of Smyrna, Ignatius of Antioch, Clement of Rome, Barnabas and Her- 
mas, of their work, their epistles, some of which are still extant, the martyrdom of 
Polycarp, and many interesting items connected with them. At this meeting some 
papers were read, telling of the sending of ministers to America by the Society for 
the Propagation of the Gospel, and part of a letter of the Rey. John Graves was read 
by the wife of the Rev. C. E. Ball, of Grace Church, to whom it was given by her 
aunt, a granddaughter of the Rev. Mr. Graves. The special interest attached to this 
letter centres in the fact that the writer of it was the first missionary sent out to the 
United States by the Society for the Propagation of the Gospel. He was rector of 
King’s Chapel, Providence, Rhode Island, now known as St. John’s Church. His 
brother, the Rev. Matthew Graves, was sent by the same society to New London, 
Connecticut. 

The first paper at the next meeting was ‘‘The First Bishops of the American 
Church,” Seabury, Provoost, White and Madison, with Bishop Claggett, the first 
one consecrated on American soil. This paper also gave an account of the Bishops 
of Virginia, from Madison to the present incumbents, and touched upon the history 
of the Church in Virginia, and the establishment of the ‘‘ Diocesan Missionary So- 
ciety of Virginia.” A second paper told of the Celts as missionaries to England 
and the Continent, of Druid worship, of Iona, the Holy Isle, and of St. Colomba. 

At another meeting, Mrs. Lindsay Patton, our missionary in Japan, gave a 
talk about her work there and the customs of the people, and sang ‘‘From Green- 
land’s icy mountains” in the Japanese language. 

At the last meeting there were no papers. One of the members of Christ Church 
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branch told of an account given by the Rev. Mr. Shepard, a Colored man, of his mis- 
sion in Africa. She had heard Mr. Shepard speak, and had been much impressed 
by the great success which had attended his labors. He is still engaged in the ser- 
vice to which he has devoted his life. Another member of the branch, who had 
been for a time connected with the mission in West Africa, gave an account of 
mission life at Cavalla, and some items relative to the life and customs of the Grebo 
tribe, the schools and Christian village. The secretary gave a résumé of the studies 
pursued, and thus closed a most delightful series of meetings, all looking forward 
with delight to a renewal of the study (D. V.) next Lent. 

I have omitted to mention that, in connection with the papers and talks at each 
meeting, different members would give short statements of ‘‘Current Events in the | 
Mission Fields,” all full of interest. Among these was ‘‘The Unveiling of the 
Peace Cross, on the Site of the Cathedral in Washington, During the Session of the 
General Convention”’; ‘‘ The Pilgrimage to Jamestown, about the Same Time, and 
the Ceremonies There, and of the Cross to Mark the Spot where the Church was 
First Planted in the United States”; ‘‘Of the Planting of Another Cross on the 
Pacific Coast, to Mark the First Use of Prayer Book Service in Our Country ”; 
‘‘The Centenary of the Church Missionary Society ”; and, though not exactly 
‘‘current,” the organizing of the General Convention of the Episcopal Church in 
the United States; of the ‘‘ Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society,” and of the 
‘*Change Madein the Prayer Book of the Church of England to Suit the Church in 
the United States,” with several other items of interest relating to the Church and 
to missions,

and afterward they linger and talk while lemonade and cakes are served. The 
effect is good, and the meetings seem to keep up an interest in such work at a 
season when this interest is aptjto languish,”

A MOUNTAIN MISSIONARY DISTRICT. 

I wisH I could tell you all that is in my 
heart about our little band of mission- 
aries who lead such noble lives of toil 
and hardship; real toil,for there is hardly 
one of them who does not have to work to 
make a support, the stipends being only 
a few hundred dollars. So our mission- 
aries have to farm or teach to supplement 
the salaries, and their wives usually take 
boarders inthe summer. Now, this anx- 
iety about money for the necessities of 
life forms so large a part of the existence 
of our missionaries, and is so interwoven 
with all their thoughts, that I felt obliged 
to mention it, but the brave cheerfulness 
and determined effort are also sustained, 


Ridge and Alleghany ranges. There is 
not in the whole district a continuous 
stretch of five miles of level land, and in 
the heart of the district are forty peaks 
higher than Mount Washington. There 
are very few railroads, and this mountain 
diocese is cut off from all the world be- 
low and around it. Like all isolated 
mountain districts, there is very little 
money, and the taxes are entirely inade- 
quate to pay competent public school 
teachers, or to keep the school open more 
than three or four months in the year. 
Very few of those who come to western 
North Carolina see more in the beautiful 
landscapes and soft blue distances than 
they would in a pretty painted stage set- 


and the good accomplished is great and 
far-reaching. In the published statistics 
of the proportion of increase of communi- 
cants to each minister, the District of 
Asheville was fourth last year; as this 
can only in asmall measure be attributed 
to the removal of Churchpeople into the 
district, we must believe it is God’s bless- 
ing on His workers. 

The supreme need of the whole district 
is better education, common schools, and 
industrial and mechanical schools. The 
cause of this great need can be under- 
stood when we consider the geographical 
and social conditions of the District of 
Asheville. 

The whole of this district is in the 
mountains and foot hills of the Blue

ting which adds to their enjoyment; very 
few remember that those distant moun- 
tains have scattered over them lonely 
cabins; that the rushing mountain- 
streams turn the mill-wheels to grind 
the cornmeal, which is the chief food of 
the native people; that there are the 
homes of loving, suffering, struggling 
human beings, with needs as great and 
passions as strong as in the crowded city 
slums. Thank God, there are a few who 


do remember this, and He has put it in 


their hearts to sympathize with our peo- 
ple and with what we are trying and 
longing to do for them. : 

The cabins of the very poorest are on 
the mountains, often miles from a neigh- 
bor; the farms and settlements of the 
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better class follow the watercourses, or 
are grouped in the sheltered coves, but 
the loneliness is great. After one leaves 
the railroads, the narrow trails go 
through the forests for miles without a 
house or sign of human life; then one 
comes upon a small settlement of scat- 
tered farm-houses, then on again over 
the densely wooded hills, and so on from 
one county to another. The towns fol- 
low the railroads, but with the exception 
of Asheville, even the county seats are 
only villages. Our missionaries, as a 
rule, live in the towns, and work from 
them as centres, one man having two, 
three or four counties to minister to. 
Experience has shown that the greatest 


A LETTER FROM MRS. MORRISON, WIFE OF 
THE BISHOP OF DULUTH, TO THE AUX- 
ILIARY IN SOUTH CAROLINA. 


February 4th, 1899. 


WE havea fine climate here, ‘‘ cool” 
you Charlestonians no doubt would call 
it. The first Sunday the Bishop spent in 
his diocese the thermometer stood at 47° 
below zero! That was two years ago, 
and now, for two weeks past, the morn- 
ing registration has ranged from 10° be- 
low to 36° below zero here in Duluth. 
Still we have the offset of almost perpet- 
ual sunshine, dry air and bracing. The 
summers, though short, are glorious. 

The citizens of our district are very 
various. When JI first came here it 
seemed as if every other person I met 
was a Canadian. Then I struck a Scotch 
vein. Later on I met many Pennsyl- 
vania people. And now, I know very 
few western people in the city of Duluth. 
They come from all parts of the earth, a 
large proportion being Swedes, and 
many Poles. Whole villages and town- 
ships are populated by Swedes, who 
make good, self-respecting citizens, and 
who rapidly become Americanized. A 
few Finnish settlements there are, too; 
and up in the iron mine region there are 
many Italians and some Russians. The 
Red River valley, with its rich farming 
lands, is, I believe, more purely Ameri- 
can. 

In the centre of our district, and all 


power for good is in schools; the people 
are most anxious to be taught, and re- 
spond to any training or teaching; they 
are very intelligent and grateful for 
everything that is done for them. Both 
intellectually and religiously the teach- 
ing they have is of the crudest, and they 
beg us, ‘‘ Teach us, help us to lead our 
lives |’ Can we ‘‘neglect so great salva- 
tion ’’? 

[The Bishop of Asheville has asked 
the Board to give him stipends for two 
women at Waynesville, one at Chunn’s 
Cove and one at the Mission of the Cross 
near Morganton ; and these have been 
granted to him from the United Offering 
of 1898.]

through the northern ‘‘ lake region ’’ we 
have our Indians—Chippewas. There 
are about 7,000 in the State. 

You will see by the Bishop’s report 
that we have ten mission stations among 
these Chippewas or Ojibways, as they 
are sometimes called. Most of these 
missions are ministered to by native 
Deacons who hold service and preach in 
their own tongue. Two white Priests 
are among them also. All this Indian 
work is under the charge of an arch- 
deacon, subject, of course, to the Bishop. 
Next summer, God willing, another In- 
dian will leave Seabury Divinity-school 
prepared to go to his red brothers with 
the Gospel. He will be sent to the 4,000 
who as yet have not had any teaching or 
preaching, heathen, savages almost, but 
peaceable and ready to be taught, only 
so ignorant, so dirty, so filled with super- 
stition, and so tied to their low pleasures 
that patience untold is needed to conquer 
them. That they can be conquered I 
can testify, for I visited the most isolated 
and very poorest of the missions, and 
there found a people kindly disposed, 
hospitable,comparatively clean, reverent 
in church, and devout in receiving the 
Sacrament. In fact, the Bishop says he 
never visits an Indian station without 
finding a class prepared for Confirmation, 
which is more than can be said for the 
white missions. 

Here, at Cass Lake, where in 1853 
the tribe, under pressure of hunger, 
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proved cannibals—we were entertained 
in the little parsonage, stayed over night, 
and held council with a chief and other 
Indians, and were as safe as at home. I 
shall never forget the drive to Cass Lake 
from Leech Lake, fifteen miles right 
through the woods, pines, pines—Jack 
pines and Norway pines! How lovely 
they were, with their tall boles rising up 
in straight grey masses, clustering often 
like granite pillars, [giving a grand 
cathedral effect, while the boughs, arch- 
ing high overhead, made the true 
Gothic aisle, as we drove through. Un- 
derneath it was pretty rough, the only 
road being one made by a lumber box- 
wagon driving over the pine tree roots, 
and the wagon we were in was the only 
one in the reservation. Coming out upon 
the bank of the Mississippi (it rises near 
there in Lake Itasca) just at sunset we 
found the Rev. George Morgan, our In- 
dian Deacon, waiting for us with his 
mission canoes of birch bark. It was 
such a lovely scene! The red rays 
of the sinking sun shining across the 
still water, and through the tall wild 
rice growing in the water there, the trees 
overhanging the low banks of the river, 
and casting purple shadows beneath 
their masses, and the picturesque birchen 
canoes gliding noiselessly, asthe Indians 
knelt and silently paddled us over the 
river. 

Landed on the other shore, Mr. 
Morgan sent one of his little boys to ring 
the church bell to. tell the people ‘‘ the 
Bishop had come,” and on we walked to 
the parsonage. This is a lcg house, con- 
taining one room only. It possessed for 
furniture two double beds, one cushioned 
Boston rocker, a few wooden chairs, two 
tables, a cupboard, a cooking-stove, a 
trunk, and a wash-tub, which latter did 
duty also asa cellar. Right side up, it 
was a wash-tub, inverted, it became a 
cellar, and at least hid from view the left: 
over food from the table, and the un- 
cooked food for the next day or meal. 

Mrs. Morgan, a young Dakota Indian, 
gave us a warm welcome with hand and 
face, though she does not speak English; 
our archdeacon, however, interpreted, 
and told us of her affectionate greeting. 
She Makous was neatly dressed in tur- 
key red, with braided hair tied with 


black ribbon. Two other women were 
there helping her, both of whom were 
confirmed that evening. When we had 
been there but a few moments, an Indian, 
Nita-we-jah-bo, came to the door with 
three wild ducks in his hand, an offering 
for the Great Black Robe, as they call 
the Bishop. Then two dear little girls 
came in from a tent near by; they were 
bare-footed, bare-legged, and brown- 
skinned, but their dark blue dresses were 
clean, and I found they liked stick candy 
as much as white children do. One little 
brownie has a name which, when trans- 
lated, means ‘‘ Little White Bird.” One 
of the girls who was confirmed has a 
name meaning ‘‘Sky goes sailing all 
round.” 

The supper which was served us was 
very good, Mrs. Morgan having been 
taught in one of the schools under 
Government supervision. It consisted 
of fried white fish, warmed potato, 
poached eggs, bread and butter, blue- 
berry pie, and canned blue berries. A 
nice white cloth was on the table; and al- 
though there was no cream for the cof- 
fee, there being no cow on the reserva- 
tion, we enjoyed our meal, all the more 
that it was a Christian meal, for when 
the Bishop asked the blessing every one 
in the room stood and responded a clear 
‘“‘Amen!” 

The little church is of logs, and was 
out of repair, but has since been put in 
order by a lady in New York. Four were 
confirmed that night. Mr. Morgan read 
service in the Chippewa tongue, and the 
hymns were sung in Chippewa. The 
Prayer Book and some hymns have 
been translated for them by our faithful 
archdeacon, Mr. Gilfillan. Most of the 
Indians there still wear their blankets, 
and it was a strange sight to see the long, 
backless benches peopled with these odd, 
half-crouching figures, with unkempt 
hair, and blankets drawn up over their 
ears. But they were all reverent, and 
many responded; some sang. They think 
a great deal of their church, and even 
some of the heathen come there to sit on 
the back seat, and listen, and keep warm. 
Who can tell how much of the truth may 
glimmer in upon their darkened hearts ? 

The Bishop preached by an interpreter, 
and after service we all went over to the 
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parsonage, when the old chief and other 
Indians gathered round, smoked with 
glee thecigars the Bishop gave them, and 
then solemnly one of them made a for- 
mal address to the Bishop, after shaking 
hands very formally with us all. He was 
very picturesque as he stood there, a typ- 
ical Red man, fine- featured, erect, brown- 
skinned and dignified; hair braided still 
‘in the scalp lock, and blanket over his 
shoulders, his hands lightly clasped be- 
fore him, head well up, and body slightly 
swaying as he spoke; and he spoke well, 
too, telling of the history of the mission 
and its present needs, and bidding the 
Bishop welcome on his first visit there. 

Meantime, Mrs. Morgan and her two 
assistants were attending to the wants of 
the household. They sat upon the floor 
with a big dishpan between them, and, 
by the light of a lantern swung from a 
beam overhead, picked and cleaned the 
ducks, while to add zest to the scene, a 
lively little kitten sported about them 
grabbing at a leg ora wing that might 
happen to project over the edge of the 
pan. Well, when speeches were made, 
pipes smoked, and ducks picked and in 
the pot, the conclave dispersed. 

A sheet partition divided the room in 
two, and we were very comfortable for 
the night. The rain outside pelted 
against the window panes, making us 
glad that we were. well housed. The 


ducks simmered and stewed in the pot, 
the fire crackled, the children snored, 
and the cat purred, but who would have 
had it different ? Not I. No every-night, 
common state of civilized habits would 
have satisfied me on my first visit to an 
Indian settlement! We woke early to 
the sound of frying fish, and the smell of 
boiling coffee; had another hearty meal; 
there was a Celebration in the little church, 
and then we said good-by to our friends, 
and, climbing into our lumber-box ba- 
rouche, were ready for the return drive 
through that noble cathedral of St. Pine. 

I may say here that we visited two In- 
dian tents, one belonging to a heathen, 
dirty, noisy, a sick man there; outside, 
a drum being beaten to bring a cure. 
(They think the sound of the drum is the 
voice of a god inside.) The other, the 
tent of a Christian, clean and quiet, 
though two families lived init. The old 
woman’s husband had died a few days 
before, and she looked very sad and 
lonely, but when we spoke to her of the 
Christian’s hope, her face lighted up, and 
we could see she was comforted. 

This is the poorest, as I have said, of 
all the missions in our district, but you 
will be glad to know that they and the 
Christians at Leech Lake resisted all in- 
vitations to join in the recent outbreak, 
and not one Christian was engaged in 
that uprising. 


OKLAHOMA. 


Tue Rev. D. A. Sanford writes: ‘I 
enclose specimens of Indian hymns—in 
both Cheyenne and Arapahoe. Many 
people think that the Indian languages 
are all alike, and therefore do not under 
stand the difficulties in reaching the 
various Indian tribes, especially here 
in Bishop Brooke’s jurisdiction, where 
there are about thirty different languages 
spoken. The first stanza of the hymn 
‘Nearer, my God, to Thee,’ is given in 
both Cheyenne and Arapahoe. Let any 
one compare these, if he thinks these In- 
dian languages are at all alike, or if he 
thinks an Indian language easy to learn.

‘*Then to translate hymns that can be 
sung to our tunes is an added difficulty. 
We have made beginnings now in trans- 
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lating hymns into both Cheyenne and 
Arapahoe. 

“At Whirlwind the Indian children, 
this year, for the first time, made their 
Lenten and Kaster Offering forthe mis- 
sionary work of the Church. At Dar. 
lington, in the boarding-schools, the chil- 
dren were able to earn money which they 
could use; but at Whirlwind, ina day- 
school, they had no opportunity to earn 
any. So I suggested that the girls 
should make little rag dolls, showing the 
Indian manner of dress; and that boys 
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Day, thus showing their interest in our 
Indian work. 

“At Bridgeport, where we live, our 
work is more varied in character. Here, 
on Easter Day, we had present Chey- 
ennes, Arapahoes, white people, and one 
Colored person. Holy Communion was 
at 9 A.M., and baptism of children at 10 
A.M. 
station, offerings were made in kind, and 
Haster eggs distributed. 

‘*In the accompanying picture we see 
a group of Indian women and children,

could make little bows and arrows, show- 
ing the old manner of killing the buffalo. 
One little girl, whom I baptized last sum- 
mer, madea tiny pair of moccasins, all 
beaded nicely after the Indian manner. 
These things, when sold, make their 
Easter offering as large as I could expect. 

“We gave the children colored Haster 
eggs, impressing their minds that these, 
with the wild flowers, the returning 
foliage of the trees, etc., are to us sym- 
bols of the resurrection. Many white 
people came a distance of three to seven 
miles to our Whirlwind station on Kaster 


as they had met one day for sewing at 
St. Luke’s mission, Bridgeport. The 
buildings were erected in the year 1897, 
through gifts from the Indian Hope As- 
sociation, the Society of the Double 
Temple, and other sources. They are 
situated at the Bridgeport Indian issue 
stations, one of the government stations 
established among the Cheyennes and 


_Arapahoes, in the midst of the Indian 


allotments of land, the work being 
among both tribes of Indians. 

“Thirty years ago, these were wild, 
savage tribes, without school or mission 


Here, too, as at our Whirlwind, 
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of any kind; they had no houses, no 
farms, or other civilized modes of living. 
Now they all have allotments of land, 
and are making beginnings in farm life, 
though progress with many of them is 
very slow; for Indians generally cling 
most tenaciously to their former customs 
and habits, and are slow to adopt the 
white man’s ways. Our Indian Deacon, 
the Rev. David. P. Oakerhater, lives 
twenty miles distant, at the Whirlwind 
station. 

‘““The Arapahoes, as a race, are very 
much diseased ; in fact, large numbers of 
both tribes have many chronic com- 
plaints. Sore eyes, scrofula and con- 
sumption are common. On account of 
this, there being so much need of minis- 
trations to the sick, Bishop Brooke has 
selected the name of St. Luke the Be- 
loved Physician as appropriate for this 
mission station. Among Indians in their 
wild state the medicine men exercise 
great power and influence. To over- 
come the influences of their former hea- 
thenism, it is important to demonstrate 


practically the superiority of the white 
man’s medicine in the care of the sick 
and suffering. For this reason, the care 
of the sick forms a large share of the 
work carried on at this mission. As 
with other races, ministration to the 
body in sickness and distress may be one 
means of reaching the soul and winning 
it to Christ.” 

Bishop Brooke adds to this letter from 
Mr. Sanford: 

“This is our only Indian mission in 
which ordained missionaries are at work. 
Miss Roff is doing good work among 
her Kiowa women at Anadarko, teach- 
ing them lace-making, by which they 
may do much to earn their living and 
not be ‘sturdy beggars.’ But Mr. and 
Mrs. Sanford, with Mr. Oakerhater, 
carry on the only work we have among 
the Cheyennes and Arapahoes, or any 
other of the half-civilized Indians. 
Gradually but slowly our hard-working 
missionaries are getting nearer to them, 
winning their hearts as they help and 
heal their bodies.” 


JAPAN, 


THE WOMAN’S AUXILIARY, JUNIORS AND 
BABIES, IN OSAKA. 


From Miss Bull to a Rhode Island 
friend, March 19th, 1899: 


Ir isa great inspiration to me to read, 
not only in your letter, but in THE 
SPIRIT oF Missions and elsewhere, of the 


increased interest in the mission work. | 


The accounts of the progress of the 
Woman’s Auxiliary, the Juniors and 
Sunday-schools and the darling Babies’ 
Branch are a comfort to me. We have, 
as perhaps you know, a missionary so- 
ciety of the Japanese Church, and the 
American branch of the work has a 
Woman’s Auxiliary. We are to have 
the annual meeting of the Kyoto branch 
here next week, and I am invited by 
Mrs. McKim to attend a general meeting 
—the first ever held—in connection with 
the Triennial Convention, at Tokyo, 
next month. I have not visited Tokyo 
since I came out, and I am looking for- 
ward with pleasure to the meeting. Our 
women gather their mites for two objects 
outside of their own parish work, #.e., the 


work of the Japanese Mission Board in 
Formosa, and the United Offering of our 
Woman’s Auxiliary in the United States. 


THE JUNIORS. 


In two of the three American churches 
in Osaka we have succeeded in forming 
branches of Juniors. They are identical 
with the Sunday-schools, and have their 
monthly meeting, instead of a session, 
on the first Sunday in each month, at 
St. John’s. We sing mission hymns, 
have mission prayers, and an appropriate 
lesson is read from the Bible by the 
youthful secretary, who afterward reads 
the minutes of the last meeting, and is 
followed by the treasurer with his re- 
port. Then the collection is gathered 
and placed on the altar. All the chil- 
dren have little paper bags for their sys- 
tematic offering, on which is printed the 
name of the society, with a space for each 
month in the year, in which the treasurer 
prints his stamp as a receipt. The child’s 
name and the amount pledged are writ- 
ten in the proper place. Nearly half the 
children are our own orphans, but all 
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give, and with such delighted faces! I 
wish you could see them. The orphans 
make their money by making envelopes 
and picking lint. The offerings are all 
for the Formosan work, and their Lenten 
Offering last year was for that, too. The 
little secretary is in regular correspond- 
ence with the Rev. Mr. Terada, our mis- 
sionary there, and the society sent him 
five yen lately, when his little boy was 
ill in the hospital, with typhoid fever. 
I feel very glad to have them start out in 
work so gladly. But I want them to 
feel that the ‘‘ field is the world,” and 
have commenced some lessons to that 
effect. Last meeting I took a big globe, 
and twisted up a tiny paper doll, and 
proceeded to teach the ‘‘tots” what the 
world is, and what a comparatively 
small part of the world Japan is. It 
sounded like a geography lesson at first, 
but I knew by experience that before I 
could make them understand anything 
about the work in any other lands, I 
must lay this foundation. They will not 
be able to do very much, financially, for 
anything else, but they should learn to 
pray forit. The Alaska (Anvik) Juniors 
have sent our orphanage two contribu- 
tions, and I wish to arouse our Juniors 
to acknowledge it-in some way. 


THE WOMEN’S SOCIETIES AND MEETINGS. 


Miss Hart sent me a model Babies’ 
Branch box. I have had 100 made, and 
am now urging the Christians to enter 
their babies. I expect to speak to the 
women at the convention about the two 
branches of the children’s work, and 
urge its claims upon them. Within the 
last year; other women’s societies be- 
sides that of St. John’s have invited me 
to attend their meetings and address 
them, and that has given me an oppor- 
tunity to teach them something about 
our ways of working at home. In all, I 
attend about six meetings a month, and 
they are not held for a paltry hour or 
two—they generally take about all the 
afternoon until dark! They are held 
very often at my house, as they say that 
the attendance is better there. At the 
request of the St. John’s ladies, I am 
giving them some instruction on the 
Prayer Book at their monthly meetings. 
We havé our translation of the Auxiliary 


prayers and other Collects, besides ex- 
tempore prayers, and short addresses by 
the Bible-women or pastor’s wife, and 
hymns. Our collection is divided be- 
tween Formosa Missions and the United 
Offering, and we have some mite- boxes 
besides, in which we are gathering 
money to help buildachurch. We have 
about fifty dollars in the bank as a re- 
sult of the nearly two years’ trial of this 
plan. Our women handle very little 
money, and their contributions are neces- 
sarily very small. I am surprised that 
we have gathered so much. The ladies 
of St. Paul’s Church, Osaka, by their 
mites, succeeded in paying off the debt 
on their church building, and now the 
gentlemen of that congregation have 
taken hold in earnest, and have made 
St. Paul’s a self-supporting church—the 
first one, I think, in our mission. 


TEACHING THE TEACHERS, 


I have frequent cause for gratitude to 
the generous givers at Central Falls. 
Their Auxiliary gift has helped to build 
the home for the Widely Loving Society 
of Orphans; the Juniors are supporting 
our most promising girl in the orphanage, 
a sweet, earnest little working Christian, 
and a very bright pupil at the institute; 
and now the King’s Daughters are send- 
ing me the Kindergarten Review for a 
year; for I have been made an honorary 
member of the Kindergarten Teachers’ 
Association here, and I wish to help out 
their effort to publish a magazine, by 
getting in some Christian matter if I can. 
They ask me to speak to them sometimes 
at the smaller meetings, and I tell them of 
the Great Teacher, and urge them to 
study His methods in the Bible. I am 
very anxious to influence the teachers 
and thankful for any opportunity to 
do so, 


SCHOOL-BOYS AND BUSINESS MEN. 


My landlord in the mountains where I 
spend the summer lately asked me to 
teach the English Bible to a relative who 
is a pupil in the Osaka Normal School, 
and Iam gladly giving an hour: or two 
Sunday afternoons to him and his friends. 
He keeps bringing new ones. They are 
all from the surrounding provinces, nice, 
bright country boys, but, for want of op- 
portunity in the country schools, I sup- 
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pose, behind their classes in English at 
the Normal School. On Sunday evening 
T have a class for gentlemen of a differ- 
ent walk in life. They are all either 
merchants or students in the Commercial 
School, and the acquisition of English is 
very important forthem. So they attend 
the English Bible-classes of many differ- 
ent missionaries, become very clever in 
English, and very much mixed up as to 


_which is the right Church. Last Sunday 


evening they asked me why there were 


, SO many sects, and, of course, I explained 


by relating in a few words the story of 
the Reformation in England. ‘Our un- 
happy divisions” are most unhappy for 
the Japanese searchers after truth. 


ST. JOHN’S ORPHANAGE. 


Last year, for some reason, the gifts 
received for the orphanage were much 
less than the necessary expenditures. 
We fortunately had a surplus from the 
year-before, large enough to make up 
deficiencies; but it was alarming to me 
to seeit growing less and less from month 
to month, and to realize that the children 
must be fed and clothed, and the taxes, 
insurance, etc., paid. I told the Bishop 
about it in my report, and he kindly 
spoke for us, I think, for afew new schol- 
arships have been taken. Even the larg- 
est children seem small to send out to 
work, but we felt that we must lessen ex- 
penses all we could, and have appren- 
ticed two boys and one girl (the girlisa 
Christian hair-dresser); and two of the 
ladies of St. John’s Woman’s Society 
have taken a girl each to train as a ser- 
vant. Our little earthquake boy has 
gone to a non-Christian family, but he is 
allowed to attend Sunday-school, and I 
trust that his faith may not fail. From 
a worldly point of view his place is ex- 
cellent. With two exceptions, the rest of 
the children are still very young, and I 
am responsible for sixteen of them, be- 
sides the taxes on the house, which are 
very high just now, because Osaka is 
making very extensive public improve- 
ments; harbor, water drains, etc. I shall 
need at least $300 during the year. Three 
of the sixteen children are orphans of an 
American teacher who married a Japan- 
ese wife, and had seven children. She 
died, leaving the children with nothing, 


the eldest only twenty. Missionaries in- 
terested themselves to provide for them, 
and, as the three youngest are too little 
to earn anything yet, they are in our 
orphanage. Thirteen children are on the 
American scholarships. I do not care 
about having a large surplus as before; 
my desire is to have each scholar pro- 
vided for, and enough besides for the 
taxes. The Japanese are doing all they 
can to provide for the rest of the chil- 
dren. 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE KYOTO BRANCH. 


March 22d, 1899. We had such an en- . 
couraging annual meeting of the Wom- 
an’s Auxiliary of the Kyoto Diocese yes- 
terday. Last year we had only four or 
five delegates from the out-stations, but 
this year twenty-six, and they were all 
so happy. I told them about the Babies’ 
Branch, and forty-five boxes were taken. , 
Bishop McKim talked about the Triennial 
Meeting at Washington, Miss Tsuda’s and 
Madame Watanabe’s speeches. 


Toa Long Island Friend, March 29th. 


I hope you will not think I did not ap- 
preciate the beautiful booklet and ribbon 
bookmarks which came to me with your 
card enclosed, just before Christmas. I 
did not suppose it would be so long be- 
fore I should find time to write a letter, 
or I would have sent a note to acknowl- 
edge and thank you at once. I wanted 
time to tell you how delighted our large 
girls of the Sunday-school at the Insti- 
tute were with the bookmarks as Christ- 
mas prizes. They dearly love ribbons 
which are rare here, and a ribbon book- 
mark gives especial pleasure. They have 
had Hymnals, Prayer Books, and Bibles 
for prizes in former years, and now the 
beautiful bookmarks seem to make the 
sets complete. The Institute has vaca- 
tion from December 22d or 23d to Jan- 
uary 10th, but I have learned not to plan 
to leave time for any letter-writing or 
dressmaking then, the time is so full of 
visits and New Year meetings of societies. 

A HOME FOR THE WIDELY LOVING 
SOCIETY. 

This year a new call for time and en- 
ergy came in aconcert and stereopticon 
entertainment for the benefit of the 
Widely Loving Society, and the result is 
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that that orphanage is now provided 
with a home of its own and has moved 
in. The proceeds of the concert gave 
enough to furnish the house, which was 
a gift of Bishop Williams. !t is such a 
comfort to have one long-felt and long- 
worked-for want at last supplied. Some 
of the money which bought their land 
for a farm and helped to move the house 
from Tokyo to Osaka and put it up again 
came from America. So, thanks to the 
help of our kind friends, both our or- 
phanages here in Osaka have their own 
houses. 
THE ORPHANS A’ WORK. 


The children on the farm work it and 
also make ropes. The little ones in our 
city orphanage pick lint, paste envelopes 
and in May expect to open a store in the 
front of the house to sell Bibles, Prayer 
Books, Hymnals and other Christian 
books and tracts. Some of the children 
are now old enough to help the matrons 
and our dear old sexton of St. John’s 
Church, who lives at the orphanage, with 
such work. Perhaps we can have some 
stands at the evening fairs which are car- 
ried on about once a week in different 
places all over the city, and so spread the 
Gospel while making something also for 
the support of the children. Five of the 
larger ones have been put out to service 
or to learn a trade. The receipts from 
home fell off very largely last year, and 
we were obliged to turn some of the 
fledgelings out of the nest. The matron 


had been hoping when the girls were a 


little larger and more skillful in sewing, 
to make Japanese sewing an industry of 
the orphanage, and it was a disappoint- 
ment to her to have them sent out as ser- 
vants; but our Christian ladies have 
taken them temporarily until better 
chances offer. 1t is very hard to find 
places in really earnest Christian fami- 
lies, where all the family are Christians. 
But I hope the children’s faith may not 
fail, and that those who have gone to 


non-Christian places and luke-warm ap- 
parently Christian families may, by God’s 
guidance, become little missionaries to 
teach a better way. Weare so often sur- 
prised to find those who were taught of 
Christ when they were young living 
purer lives than those around them, even 
when they have not yet become Chris- 
tians; and, on the contrary, grieved and 
disappointed to find those who became 
Christians in middle life without even a 
true standard of’what their lives should 
be, that it seems as if the most hopeful 
work we can do is to teach the children 
and train as many as possible in Chris- 
tian ways from their early youth. 


GENERAL MEETING OF THE AUXILIARY 
IN JAPAN. 


Tokyo, April 14th, 1899.—I have come 
to the capital to attend a general meet- 
ing of the Woman’s Auxiliary in con- 
nection with the Triennial Convention 
of the Japanese Church. I have not 
been here for eleven years, and since then 
the beautiful church, the cathedral, and 
the new St. Margaret’s School, as well as 
Trinity Parish House, the new Divinity 
School and new St. Paul’s College have 
all been built. 


Bishop McKim writes from Tokyo, 


April 15th: ‘‘It seems as if our reinforce~ 
ments do little more than fill vacancies. 
Women missionaries are just as much 
needed, in certain places more needed, 
than men. When I asked for ten 
women, some people at home thought it 
was an extravagant request; it was really 
a very modest estimate of our needs. If 
twenty were sent us, they could all be 
given work where they are needed.” 

In speaking of Mr. Osuga, now known 
as Mr. Ishii, the Bishop adds, ‘' The debt 
on the orphanage is paid off, and a 
thanksgiving service, in recognition of 
God’s goodness, is to be held next week 
in the chapel there.”
